s the time approaches for final 
commideration of the question by the 
comgmission, phases that have re- 

ed little discussion have pressed 
or attention, and it is said District 
officials have suggested to Maj. 
Carey H. Brown the advisability 
of a complete survey, including 
costs, who will bear the financial 
burden, congestion of traffic and 
other factors. 

“Too little consideration has been 
accorded the cost of acquiring 
land,” a District head said. ‘It is 
all right to devote first attention to 
where an ideal location can be 
ound. But there are other things 
to be thought of. If $2,000,000 
must be spent acquiring land for a 
farmers’ niarket, that will mean 20 
cents more on the tax rate. The 


commissioners will have to consider 
that. 


Criticized Mid-City Site. 


“Consider, for example, the sug- 
gestion that the farmers be sent to 
the mid-city location. It ig going 
to be hard to find enough space to 
accommodate them and their cus- 
tomers without buying land already 
occupied by buildings From acity 
planning standpoint is the razing 
of city buildings for a farmers’ mar- 
ket permissible? May that not be 
a retrograde movement in municipal 
development? 

“A square just west of Conven- 
tion hall has been named as avail- 
able without destroying buildings. 
But if enough space is to be taken 
there to make a desirable layout, 
it will have to clese New York ave- 
nue for a block. Is that-desirable? 

“If the new quarters should be 
cramped so as to avoid that, it etill 


would be necessary for numbers of! 


cars to be parked’ in Fifth, Sixth 
and L streets and in New York 
avenue, all of which now bear heavy 
through traffic, including street 
cars. Has the director of traffic 
been asked for a report on the feas- 
ibility of that? — 


“Five years ago a group of farm- 
ers was driven from the vicinity. of 
Convention hall to the farmers’ 
“market because it became undesir- 
able to have them where they were. 
Now it is proposd to move them and 
many more back there. 

“It is possible the connection of 
the farmers with retail trading and 
with Center market has been over- 
emphasized. Their principal con- 
nection is with the commission 
houses and wholesale produce 
dealers, next with hotel,. restau- 
rant and boarding house buyers. 
By the time the householders 
descend on the market there is 
little left in the farmers’ stalls to 
sell. And then, the principal re- 
tail sales are in large quantities to 
those who drive up in vehicles to 
take away their purchases. 

“The commission men have to 
move out of where they now aré. 
They are waiting to see where the 
farmers’ market will be before 
they relocate. They will want to 
go where the farmers go. The 
farmers will want to go where they 
go. The commission men and 
wholesalers would like, I believe, 
to be near railroad facilities so 
they can have carload lot deliver- 
ies. They haven’t that advantage 
now, near the farmerss’ market, 
and they would not have it near 
the Convention hall proposed site.”

Although the relative wetness of 
Gov. Al Smith and Senator James 
W. Wadsworth in the New York 
party struggle may appear to be 
only an academic question, the hair 
line difference which may be drawn

“IS URGED AS STUDY 
~ BY CAPITAL DOCTOR 


Knowledge Wanted to Dissi- 
pate Fears of Death and 
Make It Easier. 


INFORMATION IS MEAGER 


and Report Their OQbserva- 
tions in Different Cases. 


While the majority f sciences 
‘concern matters of living, Dr. Ar- 
thur MacDonald, of the Congres- 
sional apartments, 100 East Capi- 
tol street, is conducting researches 
with a view to knowing more of 
dying. in order that a science may 
be constructed from tne knowledge 
which will make dying easier and 
which will'rob death of fear by the 
substitution of knowledge. 

Dr. MacDonald has just had pub- 
lished in the Lancet, the leading 
British medical journal, an article 
in which he makes a plea for sys- 
tematic study along this line for the 
purpose not only of dissipating the 
terrors of death, but of learning 
its peculiarities in different cases 
and of lessening its agonies with a 
scientific preparation for the dying 
time, and treatment of the patient 
during this time. 


No Sy'stematic Inquiry. 


Commenting on Dr. MacDonald’s 
article, the Lancet says in part: 

“Tt is doubtful if there ever has 
been any systematic investigation 
into the events surrounding the act 
of dying. Much medical literature 
is devoted to processes of dissolu- 
tion and means of postponing it. 
Yet from the scientific point of view 
there is little information available 
about the final hours of life. 

“The cogency of some of Dr. Mac- 
Donald’s arguments must be admit- 
‘ted. It is by no means impossible 
that the study he suggests might 
lead to a further wider knowledge 
which would ease the final hours of 
‘those who retain consciousness to 
the last.’’ 

The desired knowledge, Dr. Mac- 
Donaid said last night, must be ac- 
cumulated from actual observations 
made in cases of death. He would 
like to have from physicians the re- 
sults of their observations, he said, 
and is willing to give the physician 
due credit when he has gathered 
enough data to justify publication.

sible knowledge concerning the act 
of dying under all circumstances.

VOLCANIG STEAM USED 
FOR GENERATING POWER 


Prince Ginori Conti Explains 
Italian System to Union of 
Chemists Meeting. 


BORIC ACID IS RECOVERED 


Utilization of volcanic steam ‘for 
generating power in Tuscany, Italy, 
was described by Prince Ginori 
Conti, senator and president of the 
Italian Society of General Indus- 
trial Chemistry, speaking Monday 
at the opening session of the con- 
vention of the International Union 
of Pure and Applied Chemistry in 
the National Academy of Science 
building. 

Prince Conti gave the gathering 
of eminent chemists from fourteen 
foreign nations the results of his 
geophysical study of the Soffioni 
district in Tuscany where the 
steam emitted from the bowels of 
the earth is used commercially. 
The volcanic phenomenon known 
by the name of “Soffioni’’ belongs 
to the samo family as the geysers 
of North America, the: only—dffer- 
pence” being that Soffioni emits only 
steam, while the geysers emit steam 
and water alternately. The tem- 
perature of the steam emitted by 
the Soffioni reaches 200 degrees 
centigrade and a pressure of from 
4 to 14 atmospheres, the latter be- 
ing 196 pounds per square inch. 
Tre steam comes from a sgubter- 
ranean reservoir estimated by 
Prince Conti to be from 1,500 to 
2,000 meters beneath the surface 
of the earth. 

With a well drilled to a depth of 
750 feet, Prince Conti said he was 
able to feed his turbines with 
natural steam without using any 
intermediate apparatus or con- 
denser. 

Boric acid is a by-product ex- 
tracted from the live steam. The 
Tuscan boric industry started from 
these wells dates back as far as 
1818. Helium is another by- 
product obtained from these steam 
wells, but the amount of that gas 
is diminishing, Prince Conti said. 
Other gases that accompany the 
steam emission from the earth are 
nitrogen, argon, hydrogen, oxygen, 


sulphuretted hydrogen and carbon 
dioxide. 
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Guinea Pig Shortage Offers 
Farmers Way to Wealth

Pets Scarce as Hen’s Teeth, So Dealer, Frowning on Im- 
portation, Suggests Tillers Raise Them to 
Offset Laboratory Inroads.

The guinea pig situation among 
dealers in pets has grown acute, 
owing to a shortage in these pets 
which now has continued for more 
than a year, Edward 5. Schmid, 
who keeps a pet emporium at 712 
Twelfth street northwest, declared 
yesterday. 

It almost is impossible, Mr. 
Schmid declared, to obtain guinea 
pigs, much less to supply the de- 
mand, which seems to be increas- 
ing in proportion to the scarcity of 
the animals. Mr. Schmid declared 
he is contemplating importing pigs 
from Germany and England in or- 
fider to accommodate his customers. 

This would incur an expense, 
however @ cost 
6f raising them locally. 
Mr. Schmid said, there is no reason 
for this unnecessary expense. 

He recommends instead, that the 
farmers in Maryland and Virginia 
take advantage of the shortage and 
the demand. The farmer’s wife, he 
says, can make pin money, and 
even Christmas money, by raising 
the pigs. Every farmer easily will 
have a wastage of hay, carrots, cab- 
bage, and the like, sufficient to turn 
into a great number of guinea pigs, 
and likewise into dollars. 

Guinea pigs are very prolific, so 
much so, in fact, that a pair may 
increase to 30 in a year’s time. The 
female pig will bear five litters in 
a year, ranging in numbers from 
three to seven. Since the pigs may 
be sold from 50 cents to a doll¢ 
each, a profit is assured. Ho~

~LONG DELAYS IRKING 
TO PEOPLE OF FRANCE 


Transatlantic Flight Again Is 
Put Off Until Tuesday, 
or Even Later. 


(Special Cable Dispatch. ) 

Paris, Sept. 18.—Capt. Rene 
Fonck’s innumerable delays are get- 
ting on the nerves of the French 
aces, his companions during the 
war, and arousing a surprisingly 
skeptical attitude among the French 
public, with whom he is not as popu- 
lar as other birdmen holding lesser 
records. 

Speaking the mind of most of the 
active fliers in France, who look at 
Capt. Fonck to uphold the country’s 
honor, Maj. Weiss, commander of 
four escadrilles of observation 
planes stationed at Lebourgot air- 

_ drome, where Capt. Fonck is due to 
land, sent the aspirant for the 
honors of the first New York-Paris 
flight a little word of advice via 
wireless today, as follows: 

“‘Fonck, Roosevelt field, New 
York——My advice to you is to start 
now, even if you have to swim.”’ 

At Lebourgot, where Maj. Weiss 
suddenly dropped out of sight, the 
correspondent was told that his mes- 
sage to Capt. Fonck could be con- 
sidered in no way a command but 
“solely advice from one comrade to 
another.”’ 


Just a Playful Tip. 


“‘Maj. Weiss and Capt. Fonck are 
old buddies,’’ said the civil com- 
mander at Lebourgot, busy with the 
great searchlights to flood the field 
when the Sikorsky plane arrives— 
if it does. ‘‘Maj. Weiss is a great 
joker and he is just combfning a 
little playfulness with a tip to Capt. 
Fonck about what the French pub- 
lic is thinking about.”’ 

Capt. Fonck’s friends in civil life 
think Maj. Weiss’ “joke” pretty 
keen-edged, especially in view of 
the remarks in a number of news- 
papers. L’Ouevre frankly’ asks 
why the flight has been so long 
postponed and wonders if Capt. 
Fonck ever intended to take. off. 
The Petit Gleu thinks the gallant 
ace ought to renounce the flight, 
saying the affair is taking on the 
elements of a farce. 

“French aviation has nothing to 
gain from this flight. If Capt. 
Fonck fails it will be a French de- 
feat. If he succeeds, the national- 
ity and personality of the pilot will 
slip into the background and it will 
be a victory of a plane con-tructed 
and financed by people of Babel. 
Senor Franco crossed the Atlantic 
and it will be mortifying if our best 
ace can not because, perhaps, he 
has not had the best preparations 
possible.”

New York, Sept. 18 (By A. P.).—

Diaz, the former Mexican 
dictator, had trouble with them but 
De la Huerta and Obregon both 
treated. them well and induced 
them to become Sonora _ state 
troops and later to join the fed- 
eral forces. They fought during 
the revolutions which followed the 
Diaz regime and when Obregon be- 
came president he formed the s0- 
called Praetorian guard of Yaquis 
at Mexico City. r 


Indians Form Calles Guard. 


This crack guard at the Mexican 
capital is now composed of three 
regiments and is relied upon by 
Calles as the mainstay of his de- 
fense against any sudden uprising 
in Mexico City. The open revolt of 
the Sonora Yaquis has naturally 
caused apprehension because of the 
danger of the Pretorian guard’s 
deserting the federal government’s 
banner out of sympathy with the 
members of their own race now 
singled out by Calles as the na- 
tion’s enemies. Some of the diplo- 
mats say that if the guard should 
turn against Calles, he would be 
forced to relinquish the presidency 
immediately. 

It is estimated that there are 
from 5,000 to 10,000 Yaquis in re- 
volt in Sonora. The direct cause of 
the revolt is said to be the fact that 
an ambitious land-dividing scheme 
of Obregon’s was to be operated in 
part in Sonora province. The 
Yaquis, it is said, do not want their 
lands taken away or divided, they 
do not want bolshevik theories ap- 
plied to them and they resent inter- 
ference with their religion. The 
Yaquis who held up Obregon’s 
bodyguard at Bican and who ere 
opposing Gen. Francisco. Manzo’s 
state forces carry banners with the 
“Virgin of Guadalupe” and “‘relig- 
ious liberty and education’’ in- 
scribed on them, according to tele- 
grams reaching here. 


Veteran Fighters Lead Revolt. 


Those Yaquis who formed part 
of Manzo’s force have already de- 
serted, reports state. It is estimated 
that about 800 veteran Yaqui fight- 
ers are actively leading the Sonora 
outbreak. First reports were that 
Obregon was captured by the 
Yaquis at Bican, which is in the 
southwestern part of the province. 
This has not been confirmed, but 
no official word has come from 
Obregon to Mexico City since the 
Bican affair last week. Telegrams | 
from Sonora to Mexico City are 
sent via Nogales and no telegram 
from Obregon has passed through 
that point, it is reported. 

An unwelcome complication 
arising out of the Sonora ;yevolt is 
the fact that if Calles shéuld send 
a strong expeditionary force to 
Sonora it would cost the Mexican 
government many millions of dol- 
lars—some estimates are $1,000,- 
000 a day—and such expenditures 
would tend to stop payments which 
Calles is pledged to make and has 
made to the New York bankers who 
are handling Mexico’s foreign in- 
debtedness. 


Rosenthal Slayers 
Hanged Along Road 


Mexico City, Sept. 18 (By A. P.). 
As a warning against banditry dead 
prisoners have been strung to trees 
along the road to Cuernavaca near 
the spot where Jacob Rosenthal, 
American tourist, was kidnaped and 
murdered. This gruesome sight is 
designed as an object lesson to the 
natives of that mountainous region 
that the national government will 
suppress banditry with ruthless- 
ness. 

Six men known to have been of 
the bandit gang guilty of the out- 
rage, have been executed, and seven 
have been killed resisting the sol- 
diers who are searching the coun- 
try. Many believe there has been 
a larger number of ‘unofficial”’ 
executions because there is little 
doubt that troops and the federal 
police are filling to thé letter posi- 
tive orders to exterminate bandits 
from the regions so near the na- 
tional capital. 

Rosenthal’s body will be taken to 
New York by Joseph Ruff, his son- 
in-law, and Lucian Ruff, a cousin, 
as soon as necessary arrangements 
can be made. F. L. Clark, an Amer- 
ican undertaker here, denied the re- 
port that the present laws prevent- 
ed religious ceremonies being held 
here for Rosenthal. 

“No religious ceremonies were 
planned here by the relatives,’* he 
said. ‘“‘The ceremonies will be in 
New York. Such ceremonies are 
usually held at the cemetery and if 
the burial were here, ceremonies 
would have been‘held as usual.” | 

Secretary Lane of the United 
States embassy, who narrowly es- 
caped the bandits who captured 
Rosenthal, has received cablegrams 
of congratulations from friends in 
the diplomatic services from nearly 
all the capitals of the world. 


Charge Schdéenfeld, at Mexico 


|City, reported to the State Depart- 


ment yesterday that 500 Mexican 


_|federal troops were engaged in pur- 
{suing the bandits 
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a sentry, the bandit party replied 
with rifle shots. The bandits fled, 
but were pursued by the Lopez 
party who killed all three of the 
bandits accompanying Mr. Rosen- 
thal. Mr. Rosenthal apparently 
had been stabbed twice and shot 
through the head. He walked 
about 10 meters before falling 
dead.”’ 

The report said that three of the 
bandits captured by troops had 
been identified by Mr. Rosenthal’s 
son-in-law, who picked them out 
of a large group of men. These 
had been executed at the time Mr. 
Schoenfeld’s dispatch was sent, and 
the federal authorities were hold- 
ing three, other bandit suspects 
pending investigations. 

State Department officials ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Mexi- 
can authorities had made a ‘‘com- 
mendable”’ effort to punish those 
responsible for Rosenthal’s death.

After Survey. 


MAY CHECK GERMAN AID 


San Antonio, Tex., Sept. 18 (By 
A. P.).—Economic conditions in 
Mexico, aggravated by the Catholic 
boycott, are critical. Dr. Walter 
Wolff, Greman political economist, 


declared here today. Dr. Wolff 
annoynced that a survey of condi- 
tions in the southern republic had 
just been completed, the results of 
which will be reported to the fac- 
ulty of the University of Heidel- 
berg. The findings may have an in- 
fluence on the investment of Ger- 
man capital in Mexico, he said. 

Figures revealing that only 2 per 
cent of the land of Mexico is under 
cultivation and that American capi- 
tal far exceeds that of any other na- 
tion in oil investments were quoted 
by Dr. Wolff. 

He estimated that the United 
States had $850,000,000 invested in 
the Mexican oil industry; England, 
$200,000,000; Holland, $40,000,- 
000, and Mexico, $11,000,000. 

Discussing economic conditions, 
he said: 

“The only cure now is the stabili- 
zation of business conditions, a bal- 
ancing of gold and silver by the is- 
suing of gold certificates and the 
encouragement of “business. The 
agrarian policy is not working out 
as was expected; ignorant Indians 
are not capable of cultivating their 
few acres without tools. The pe- 
troleum laws are antiforeign in na- 
ture.’’- °

Chicago, Sept. 18 (By A. P.). 
Storm clouds which have ridden 


September’s skies, pelting the cen- 
tral West with flood and disaster, 
from Ohio to Nebraska, left a gap- 
ing wound today in northwestern 
Iowa. A torrential blast of rain, 
hail, wind and lightning swept a 
wide area last night and today, 
taking at least two lives, inundat- 
ing 30,000 acres of crop laden farm 
lands, uprooting line of traffic and 
communication and _ visiting its 
havoc on four counties north of 
Sioux City near the Iowa-Nebraska 
line. 

Property damage was estimated 
above $2,000,000, with Hawarden, 
Lemars, Hull, Akron, Sheldon and 
Cherokee counting the loss. Rain 
of almost unprecedented severity 
sent the Sioux river up 18 feet in 
11 hours and flooded the valley of 
the Floyd river. 

Although nine persons were re- 
ported to have been drowned in the 
flooded areas, the names of only 
four had been learned late tonight. 

They are: Nina Brunsteing, school- 
girl, Hull; Mr. Pertstich and 4- 
year-old son, Hospers; Dirk Dev- 
ries, farm hand, Ireton; C. M.

In many rural communities water 
was reported flowing through the 
upper stories of farm homes.

Senator Caraway, of Arkansas, 
yesterday sent a cablegram to the 
American Legion in Paris, saying 
that he had no personal informa- 
tion of American war graves in 
France being desecrated.

Paris, Sept. 18 (By A. P,).—So

inguiry. 

The investigation is said to have 
revealed no basis for the senator’s 
charges. On the contrary, authori- 
ties state, it showed that isolated 
graves in local cemeteries are 
scrupulously kept up by the French, 
although visited by Americans only 
once a year, on Memorial day. 
The American Graves Registration 
Service, charged with the upkeep of 
the great national cemeteries, de- 
nies categorically any desecration 
of the graves, which are guarded 
daily by former service men.

enthusiastic applause. There was 
no doubt but that the local legion- 
naires, if asked then to vote on the 
Paris trip, would have been virtual- 
ly unanimous in favor of it. 
Can Not Turn Back Now. 

As matters standc, the iegion 
seems to be in a position where it 
can not turn back. Arrangements 
already have been made with the 
various steamship. companies 
take upwards of 30,000 legion- 
naires to France; railroads have 


promised reduced rates, and plans 
have been started in Paris to house 
the thousands of Yanks. 

But there is another and /more 
important reason why the legion 
can not turn. back, according to 
legion officials. To call off the trip, 
they say, would be a cruel slap at 
France, out of all proportion to the 
flare-up inspiring it. The “tradi- 
tional friendship’’ between France 
and the United States, these men 
say, is more than the hollow phase 
some say it is; it is an actuality, 
something to be nurtured and cher- 
ished. 

Aside from these arguments, ac- 
cording to legion officials, there 
must be considered the prime mo- 
tive of the Paris pilgrimage, the de- 
sire to visit the graves of the 50.- 
000 Americans who laid down their 
lives in the world war. That, they 
say, is the real reason behind the 
trip, and nothing has happened 
which would justify turning back. 


May Authorize Veto Power. 


The first suggestion for a pilgrim- 
age of the American Legion to 
France was made two years ago. 
The idea then was to commemorate 
Armistice day by-a ten-year anniver- 
sary meeting in.1928. Subsequently 
this suggestion was modified and 
plans undertaken to have the legion 
hold its 1927 convention in Paris. 
thereby commemorating the tenth 
anniversary of the arrival of the 
American troops on the fighting 
front. . 

A French travel committee was 
appointed, with Bowman Elder, of 
Indiana, and John R. Wicker, jr., 
of Richmond, taking an active part 
in working out an elaborate plan 
for the trip. Every detail, even to 
advance arrangements for train 
reservations. from various States, 
has been worked out and will be 
submitted to the national conven- 
tion next month. 

This convention will decide where 
the next year’s convention is to be 
held and is expected to indorse the 
plan for holding it in Paris. But, 
coupled with this indorsement, 
there is expected to be a. proviso 
specifically authorizing the national 
executive committee: to call the pro- 
gram off if such action should ap- 
pear warranted. 

There is'.some .question ag to 
whether such a- specific veto power 
is necessary in view of the fact 
that the national executive com-} 
mittee of the legion is the supreme 
body between conventions and -can 
legislate in the name of the legion.

Final Report Submitted After 
33 Years in Care of De- 
pendent Children. 


BODY IS CONSOLIDATED 
WITH WELFARE GROUP 


2,373 Received Aid During 
Last Fiscal Year; Home 
Help Held Best. 


Adoption of the mothers’ pension 
law constituted the longest step 
forward that has been taken in the 
District’s public welfare endeavors. 

Poverty is the fundamental cause 
of a very large number of cases 
of child dependency. 

Washington ranks among the 
highest of cities in the number of 
children cared for under public au- 
pervision. 

These were outstanding state- 
ments in the final annual report of 
the Board of Children’s Guardians, 
made public yesterday. The report 
covered the operations of the board 
during the fiscal year that ended 
June 30. “But since the board 
‘passed out of existence on that 
date the report also reviews the 
entire 33 years of the board’s ex- 
istence. The Board of Children’s 
Guardians now is consolidated with 
the Board of Public Welfare. 

During the last year care was 
given to 2,373 children. July 1 
there were 1,752 children under 
guardianship, 564 having been com- 
mitted to the board during ‘the 
preceding twelve months. Domes- 
tic situatichs to the number of 747, 
involving 1,473 children, came to 
the attention of the department of 
investigation and advice. Fifteen 
children were placed in adoption 
homes, 246 in free homes with rel- 
atives "and friends, 172, over 15 
years old, were placed on wages, 
with work and living conditions su- 
pervised. > 


5,407 Children Cared For. 


Since the organization of the 
board in 1892, 5,407 children have 
been cared for until they reached 
21 years of age, many from infancy. 
Temporary care has been given to 
8,684 and 598 feeble-minded chil- 
dren have been educated and train- 
ed. Investigations of living condi- 
tions have been made of nearly 
41,000 children reported neglected 
abandoned, abused or destitute.

theorists were equally at fault, each 
claiming that its particular method 
was the proper one for every type 
of dependent child. Today we have 
come to understgnd that any en- 
vironment except the normal and 
natural home with the child’s own 
parents, is a mere substitute for a 
birthright of Which the child has 
been robbed. 

“Such a substitute can hardly be 
expected to be as good as the 
normal, original home; for the ties 
of blood and natural love and af- 
fection have been broken. Yet. it 
has taken a quarter of a century 
for even social workers to see that 
toth methods are often bad and 
that each has a place in the field of 
caré for the dependent child. 

“It is now generally agreed that 
the method of foster home care for 
normal, dependent children is su- 
perior to institutional care, if the 
foster home is properly selected and 
closely supervised by competent, 
practical, trained social workers. 

“It is also agreed that the foster 
home method, without proper in- 
vestigation and supervision, is the 
most dangerous substitute for the 
normal home. The normal home, 
however poor from ae material 
standpoint, is better than its best 
substitute. 

‘‘Social workers now realize that 
the crime of the last 50 years in 
welfare work has been needless 
separation of child and parent—-the 
intentional breaking up of homes 
by those who professed to advance 
social progress. 

‘In the name of welfare work, 
children have been kept in insti- 
tutions and foster homes at great 
expense to the public when, with 
or without a small amount of afd, 
the proper type of social work 
would have saved not only the tax- 
payers’ money but also the home 
and normal heritage of the child. 


Home Aid Step Forward. 


“Congress, at its last session, 
provided for public aid to dependent 
children in their homes and that 
action, together with consolidation 
of public activities in the public 
welfare board, constitute the long- 
est step forward in the District's 
public welfare endeavors.

GERMANY: INCREASES 
DEMANDS FOR WHEAT 


White Bread Replacing War 
Diet in Europe, Agriculture 
Official Reports. 


Increased German demand for 
hard, bread-making wheat and the 
higher grades of American cotton, 
but with little likelihood of an im- 
mediate increase in demand for for- 
eign pork, dairy products and 
meats, are reported by William A. 
Schoenfeld, of the Department of 
Agriculture, just returhed from two 
years’ service as American agricul- 
tural representative at Berlin. 

“Europeans generally,’’ said Mr. 
Schoenfeld, ‘‘are eating wheat 
bread, as contrasted with poor- 
quality war bread and prewar ryé 
bread. Germany is unable, for cli- 
matic reasons, to produce hard, 
glutinous wheat, with the result 
that an increasing demand for this 
quality of grain from the United 
States may be expected. Cotton 
goods production is- developing 
along the line of higher quality 
fabrics, so that an increasing de- 
mand for American cotton of the 
higher grades also may be looked

1927' West Paint Class 
| To Get Veterans’ Sons 


The class entering West Point in 
July, 1927, will include some of the 
40 additional candidates provided 
for by the Sixty-ninth Congress; 
which raised the number of cadets 
to 1,374. Additional cadets are ap- 
pointed by the President from 
among sons of officers, soldiers, 
sailors and marines who were killed 
in action in the world war or who 
died of wounds, injuries or disease 
in line of duty prior to July 2, 1921. 

Half of this number will be ap- 
pointed from among sons of officers 
and half from among sons of war- 
rant officers and enlisted men.

buildings commis- 
gsion’s ‘“‘moving day’’ for various 
government offices is over. The 
“day’’ was a long one, lasting from 
June 9 to September 17, and a 
great amount of moving was done. 
The commission, under direction of 
Maj. U. S. Grant 3d, acting chair- 


man, successfully accomplished 
What it set out to do, and five large 
sections of Federal activity were 
transferred to other locations in the 
interest of consolidation, efficiency 
and economy. 

More than 40,000 square feet of 
floor space previously unoccupied 
has been reclaimed for use by the 
arrangement. Two thousand five 
hundred and sixty-three govern- 
ment workers had their place of 
work changed. 

The hureau of mines, with 22 
employes, was moved from the In- 
terior building to the Winder build- 
ing, Seventeenth and F streets. The 
office of the general counsel of the 
internal revenue bureau was moved 
from the Interior building to the 
Walker-Johnson building on New 
York avenue between Seventeenth 
and Eighteenth streets. Three hun- 
dred and eighty employes were af- 
fected by this change.

Other Moves Effected. 


Other moves and numbers of 
- workers concerned were: Office of 
the solicitor of the Treasury, from 
the Interior to the Walker-Johnson 
building, 19; bureau of pensions, 
from the Pension building to the In- 
terior building, 739; general ac- 
counting office, from the Winder, 
Walker-Johnson, Ordnance and 
Treasury buildings to the Pension 
Building, 1,200. 

In order to house the bureau of 
pensions in the Interior building, 
the following internal moves were 
necessitated there: Division of

by him in the Senate, linking 
President John H. Walker, of the 
federation, with large expenditures 
in the Illinois -Republican sena- 
torial primary campaign were made 
in good faith.

Satisfied with 
this, the federation withheld a 
resolution censoring Caraway for 
repetition of the charges, and 
passed instead a resolution affirm- 
ing its complete confidence in 
Walker. 

Walker flatly denied any handling 
of funds in the Republican primary 
campaign between Col. Frank L. 
Smith and Senator William B. Mc- 
Kinley, and said Caraway had 
made a charge against him “by in- 
direction and in a cowardly way.” 
The labor executive had sought ever 
since the charges were made to 
find out their source, and federa- 
tion representatives Sought to file 
a denial with the Senate campaign 
funds committee which developed 
campaign expenditures by Smith of 
more than $250,000 and by McKin- 
ley of more than $350,000. Senator 
James A. Reed (Democrat), Mis- 
souri, chairman of the committee, 
admitted part of the denial after 
ruling out portions which the com- 
mittee regarded as an attack on 
Caraway.

feet high, in Rainier National park, 
| few days ago. 

Rainier is the highest perpetually 
snow-capped peak in the United 
States and is rated by mountaineers 
to be one of the most difficult 
mountains in. the world to scale. 
Prospective climbers, therefore, are 
submitted to a thorough scrutiny 
before permission to attempt the 
ascent is given. Only the most 
hardy are allowed to make the trip. 

Gwynn began his climb from 
Paradise Inn, 6,557 feet above sea 
level. He left the inn shortly 
after 1:30 in the afternoon and 
Camp Muir, the government shel- 
ter cabins at the 10,000-foot level, 
half way up, was reached at 7:15 
p. m. 

Reach Extinct. Crater. 


Here the party rested until’ 2:45 
the next morning, when the drive 
for the summit was begun. First 
in the moonlight and later in the 
rising sun, they pushed on, arriv- 
ing at the crater in the summit of 
the mountain at about 9:30. An 
indication of the difficulty of the 
climb may be gained from the fact 
that as the party’ neared the sum- 
mit, only 15 or 20 steps could be 
taken between rests. They were 
forced to rest standing, as reclin- 
ing in the snow and rising again 
would consume too much greatly- 
needed energy. 

The party spent about an hour 
and a half in the fantastic steam 
caves in the crater of the extinct 
volcano, sleeping and- resting. The 
return trip was begun at about 11, 
und Paradise valley again reached 
at 5 p. m.

The lower part of the cane was 
..sawed from a log of bullit wood 
found 80 feet below sea level in ex- 
cavating for the Gatun locks. The 
log was found in 1908, the same 
year that bullit wood was discov- 
ered.. The handle is made of wire 
con wood taken from a cross tie 
which was part of the old railroad 
used by the French in 1852. The 
wood never rots, and is so hard that 
a nail cannot be driven into it. 
Midway between the lower body 
and the handle of the cane is a 
white ring of ivory nut, plentiful 
in the canal territory.

NATION-WIDE SURVEY 
CONDUCTED 10 SAVE 
MILLIONS FOR U.S 


Work, Half Completed, Likely 
to Cut Down Government’s 
Rental Bill. 


200 CARRY ON THRIFT 
DRIVE OVER COUNTRY 


Reallocations in Department 
Space to Follow Completion 
Due in Three Months. 


In an effort to save the Federal 
government millions of dollars an- 
nually in building rentals and con- 
struction, a nation-wide survey of 
all government owned and leased 
realty has been instituted by H. C. 
Smither, chief coordinator, under 
the bureau of the budget. 

The survey will include all Fed- 
eral property with the exception of 
that in the District of Columbia 
and realty owned and leased by the 
Postoffice ,Department. 

D. P. Quinlan, assistant to the 
chief coordinator, .explained that 
with such data as will be furnished 
by the survey, many reallocations 
in space can be made. He believes 
considerable economy will be ef- 
fected from the contemplated 
changes. 

The purpose of the survey will 
be to find how much space each de- 
partment has at its disposal. 

The office of the chief. coordina- 
tor can compute how much is neces- 
sary for each department, based on 
the number of persons employed 
and the physical conditions peculiar 
to the work. Computations will be 
made on such a basis when the in- 
formation is obtained from the sur- 
vey. 


Can Allot Space. 


Smither has authority to allot 
space for governmental work, and 
reallotments will be made when the 
data gathered indicates it is war-- 
ranted. Quinlan believes many de- 
partments have more space than 
they need, while others have not 
enough. 

No attempt will be made to house 
government activities in cramped 
quarters, Quinlan explained, but 
will ba to use the space already 
availabie to the best advantage. 

According to Quinlan, the coor- 
dinator’s office has been able with- 
in the last month to concentrate 
Federal activities in four or five 
cities with a net rental saving of 
more than $200,000. New Orleans 
Was one city mentioned, where a 
large saving is expected to result 
from concentration. 

The survey is only half com- 
pleted. It was started three months 
ago and will be finished three 
months hence. It is being conducted 
by 200 area coordinators stationed 
throughout the country. 

--An idea of how comprehensive 
that data being sought in the sur- 
vey is may be obtained from the 
bulletin being sent out to all heads 
of departments. It reads, in part:

$50,000 TO $250,000 


536 Operate on 89 Available 
Wave Lengths; Rights 
for Pioneers. 


During the recent discussion on 
the authority of Secretary Hoover 
as radio czar it was shown that it 
costs from $50,000 to $250,000 to 
build, equip and place a broadcast- 
ing station in operation. There 
are 536 stations operating on the 
89 available wave lengths. Simple 
arithmetic shows how these _ sta- 
tions must be dividing time to 
avoid interference. It is impossible 
to put 600 more stations on the 
available wave lengths and justify 
even the minimum investment. 


It becomes necessary for *some 
one to say who may and who may 
not broadtast, and there is no 
doubt that as soon as Congress 
convenes in December adequate 
legislation will be provided, plac- 
ing this power in the hands of 
either the Secretary of Commerce 
or a separate radio commission.

OREST HILLS, N. Y., Sept. 18 
(By the Associated Press). — 
Jean Rene Lacoste, 22-year-old 

son of France, today took up the 
scepter of American tennis lost by 
“Big. Bill” Tilden after a six*year 
reign. 

A crowd of 12,000 spectators in 
the big West Side stadium saw the 
cool and calculating Gallic stylist 
mow down his countryman, Jean 
Borotra, 6—4, 6—0, 6—4, in the 
first all-foreign final in 45 years of 
competition for the national men’s 
singles championship. It Was an 
astonishing, if not exciting spet- 
tacle, for it came as an anticlimax 
to the previous route of America’s 
“Big Four.’ Except for a brief 
flash or two of his great volleying 
power, Borotra was far from the 
meteor that swept back two of 
America’s aces on successive days; 
“Little Bill’ Johnston and “Vinnie” 
Richards. * 


HE Basque had done his 

‘full share in accomplish- 

ing the downfall of the/ 
native forces, but even his in- 
effective resistance today could 
not dim the luster of Lacoste’s * 
final touch to the dramatic rise 
of the French supremacy. 


Lacoste’s victory not only sent 
the historic American cup overseas 
for the first time in 23 years and 
the second time in its history, but 
lifted the solemn faced French 
youth. to’ world’s championship 
heights: 

Lacoste now holds two Americag 
titles. He lifted the national in- 
door championship last February 
when he also defeated Borotra in 
the finals. And within the last 
week, he has applied the crowning 
touches to his victorious march, 
first by vanquishing Tilden in the 
final Davis ‘cup match, then over- 
coming’ Tilden’s conqueror, . Henri 
Cochet, in the semifinals, and fin- 
ally, today, beating his greatest 
French rival. Borotra not only has 
been the biggest thorn in Lacoste’s 
path -but.he had gained the Wim- 
bledon championship this year. |

HE finals for the unlimited

Attorney Williams, in his argu- 
ment, said the taxpayer was trying 
to assume the powers of the boxing 
commission and the attorney gen- 
eral’s department. and that the tax- 
payer had no right to doubt the 
government of Pennsylvania and 
try to get an injunction over the 
heads of the two State departments. 


Dempsey in Receivership 
Fellowing Kearns’ Sait 

Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 16 (By 
A. P.).—Jack Dempsey was thrown 
temporarily in the hands of a re- 
celver late today as the result of 
a suit filed by Jack Kearns, his 
former manager, demanding an ac- 
counting of all funds earned by the 
world’s heavyweight champion from 
August 3, 1923, to August 3, 1926, 
the period of their three-year con- 
tract. 

Dempsey |was ordered to appear 
before Vice Chancellor Robert H. 
Ingersoll at 10 o'clock next Tues- 
day morning for a hearing. 

Kearns in his bill: of complaint, 
a voluminous document of 20- 
odd pages, sets forth that he has 
been manager of Dempsey for more 
than five years and that he brought 
him from obscurity, increasing his 
earnings from $200 for an exhibi- 
tion to where he could have earned 
$500,000 for fighting Harry Wills, 
the negro challenger. 

Kearns sets forth that he signed 
articles of agreement with Tex 
Rickard on August 18, 1925, for 
Dempsey to fight Wills on or before 
July 4, 1926, and that the champion 
had been guaranteed $500,000 for 
the engagement. 

Kearns has a suit for $333,000 
pending against Dempsey in New 
York. This represents a third of 
the money Kearns figures Dempsey 
could have earned provided he had 


-earried out the campaign Kearns 


had mapped out for him.

Fliouts the Forecaster. 


During the several ‘“‘heat waves’ 
here this summer, 
registered in the kiosk has invari- 
ably been several degrees higher 
than the official temperature. There 
are instances on record, according 
to J. H. Jones, of the instrument 
division of the United § States 
weather bureau, where the kiosk 
temperature has been as much as 
10 degrees greater than the official 
temperature. 

The reason for this variance is 
obvious. The thermometer which 
gives the officia! temperature for | 
Washington is located on the roof 
of the weather bureau building, 
whereas the kiosk thermometer is 
located right on the street 

The official thermometer on the 
roof of the weather bureau is in- 
closed in a little shedglike structure 
and is sheltered from the ravs of 
the sun. The temperature which it 
registers is the temperature in the 
air, free from all outside influences. 
Virtually all “official” thermometers 
are so elevated and sheltered. 


Kiosk Made of Iron. 


The Pennsylvania avenue 
ia located at a spot that usually feels 
the full force of the heat's rays. 
The heat is reflected from the burn 
ing asphalt and has a strong influ- 
ence on the thermometer within the 
kiosk. But that is not the only fac- 
tor tending to boost the mercury) 
The kiosk is made of iron, a meta! 
notorious for absorbing and retain- 
ing heat. Furthermore, a larze 
amount of dead air gets inside the 
kiosk and helps to damage Wash- 
ington's weather reputation

mometer will show a temperature 
of 100, say. when the official tem- 
perature is announced as 95. But 
at that, the kiosk temperatur: prob- 
ably comes nearer to the tempera- |. 
ture experienced by 
Washingtonian than does the other.

The Ratshosas were subsequent- 
ly arrested by the British authori- 
ties and their trial on a charge of 
attempted murder was begun here 
recently. 


One of the grievances which led 
to the dispute was, according to 
the allegations of the Ratshosa 
brothers, that wto ‘“‘Masawara 
servant girls’’ had been taken from 
them by order of Tshekedi: 
is in connection with these ‘‘*Masa- 
waras’”’ that the trial has provided | 
what is an extraordinary revela- 
tion.

Heat It Registers Always Is 


Several Degrees.Worse Than 
Forecaster Confesses. 


DIGRESSION BLAMED 
IN PART ON DEAD AIR 


Some Cities Have Banished 
Them as Giving Places 
Bad Reputation. 


If the weather kiosk at Pennsyl- 
vania avenue and FE street north- 
west had been telling temperatures 
in some other city this summer, its 
days might be numbered now. 

St. Louis, Mo., once had a 
weather kiosk. An irate group of 
business men had it torn down and 
banished forever. They were 
afraid that it would give the city a 
‘bad name’”’ from a weather stand- 
point. The same thing has been 
done in several other cities by 
booster organizations. 

The crime which cost those 
kiosks their. lives was recording a 
temperature higher than the so0- 
called official temperature. But 
none of them was more guilty in 
that respect than the kiosk in this 
city. 


Flouts the Forecaster. 
During the several ‘‘heat waves’’ 


here this summer, the temperature]; 


registered in the kiosk has invari- 
ably been several degrees higher 


than the official temperature, There|‘ 


are instances on record, according 
to J. H. Jones, of the instrument 
division of the United States 
weather bureau, where the kiosk 
temperature has been as much as 
10 degrees greater than the official 
temperature. 

The reason for this variance is 
obvious. The thermometer which 
gives the official temperature for 
Washington is located on the roof 
of the weather bureau building, 
whereas the kiosk thermometer is 
located right on the street. 

The official thermometer on the 
roof of the weather bureau is in- 
closed in a little shed-like structure 
and is sheltered from the rays of 
the sun. The temperature which it 
registers is the temperature in the 
air, free from all outside influences. 
Virtually all ‘‘official’’ thermometers 
are so elevated and sheltered. 


Kiosk Made of Iron. 


The Pennsylvania avenue kiosk 
is located at a spot that usually feels 
the full force of the heat’s rays. 
The heat is reflected from the burn- 
ing asphalt and has a strong influ- 
ence on the thermometer within the 
kiosk. But that is not the only fac- 
tor tending to boost the mercury. 
The kiosk is made of iron, a metal 
notorious for absorbing and retain- 
ing heat. Furthermore, a large 
amount of dead air. gets inside the 
kiosk and helps to damage Wash- 
ington’s weather reputation. 

So it is that the kiosk ther- 
mometer will show a temperature 
of 100, say, when the official tem- 
perature is announced as 95. But 
at that, the kiosk temperature prob- 
ably comes nearer to the tempera- 
ture experienced by the average 
Washingtonian than does the other. 
Mr. Jones, of the instrument di- 
vision, admits this. 

If the official thermometer were 
taken from its sheltered nook on 
the roof.of the weather bureau and 
placed in the hands of a pedestrian 
in downtown Washingfon on a hot 
vay’ M4 might have a different story 
to tell. 


Established Here in 1908. 


However, it is almost certain, ac- 
cording to Mr. Jones, that the dead 
air that gathers in the kiosk, to- 
gether with the heat rays from the 
iron, cause the thermometer there 
to soar a degree or two more than 
is called for. 

The kiosk, which gets its name 
from Russia, was set up here in 
1908. How many perspiring brows 
or frost-bitten noses have been 
pressed against its window, no- 
body has ever tried to estimate. It 
will continue to meet and raise the 
weather bureau’s temperature unless 
the. Chamber of Commerce or the 
Board of Trade complain. So far, 
these organizations have not taken 
it that seriously.

costume for women at a remarkably 
cheap price. 

Even the humblest women showed 
themselves to be individualists and 
despised the cheap and unattractive 
costumes.

London, Sept. 18.—The defense 
of the city of London against raids 
from the air was discussed recently 
in the British parliament. The 
members of parliament devoted 


their time to studying measures 
necessary to protect the civilian 
population against death from 
bombs and especially from poison 
gas. 

C. G. Ammon, the socialist mem- 
ber of parliament from Chamber- 
well, has a bill framed to provide 
every man, woman and child in 
London with a gas mask. He wants 
to train the entire citizenry to the 
use of masks, so that they will not 
be at the mercy of poison gas if 
war should break out against Eng- 
land without warning and London 
were besieged from the sky. 

It also is in the scheme to re- 
quire the householders of London 
to build ‘‘gas rooms” in their 
houses, the same as folks in the 
American cyclone States have spe- 


with safety during the great wind- 
t) storms. 

Every house will, if the bill goes 
through, be outfitted with sizable 
rooms, treated chemically at fixed 
intervals, so as to remain proof 
against the fumes from the poison 
gas shells. 

The bill also would equip large 
public shelters which would not be 
used except in war time and would 
be bombproof, gasproof buildings, 
where hundreds of poor. people 
could fine refuge from the attacks.

NOW LIVING ON GHARITY 


Dethroned Rulér Supported by 
Loyal Subjects, Former 
Tutor Reports. 


HOLDS FORTUNE STOLEN 


Tokyo, Sept. 18.—The boy em- 
peror of China is broke and de- 
pendent upon gifts from former 
subjects who are still loyal for his 
daily living. So reports Dr. John- 
son, for many years tutor to the 
former occupant of the dragon 
throne and his companions in exile 
in Tientsin, who-has just reached 
Japan. He describes the situation 
of the boy emperor, his bride and 
his retinue as pitiful.

One of the grievances which led 
to the dispute was, according to 
the allegations of the Ratshosa 
brothers, that wto ‘‘Masawara 
servant girls’ had been taken from 
them by order of Tshekedi; and it 
is in connection with these ‘‘Masa- 
waras” that the trial has provided 
what is an extraordinary revela- 
tion. 

Cross-examined by counsel for 
the Ratshosas, Chief Tshekedi stat- 
ed that the Masawaras were a sub- 
ject tribe. They were distributed 
among the headmen and looked 
after their cattle. All the Masa- 
wara in Serowe were servants of 
the Bamangwato; a Masawara child 
became a servant for life of the 
Bamangwato on whose property it 
was born. This went on from gen- 
eration to generation. The ma- 
jority of them were not paid for 
their services but lived on goat’s 
milk and were sometimes allowed 
to eat a goat’s carcass. He denied, 
however, that they were slaves; 
they were servants, though they 
were not free. 


Palapye Road, Beuchuanaland, 
Sept. 18.—A life of serfdom is still 
led by a whole tribe of African na- 
tives in the British protectorate of 
Bechuanaland. Bechuanaland was 
visited by the Prince of Wales when 
he made his tour of the union. 

At that time Sekgoma was chief 
of the Bechuanaland natives, called 
the Bamangwato. He was the suc- 
cessor of Khama, the greatest of all 
the native chiefs South Africa has 
seen. But since Khama’s days the 
rule of the Bamangwato has stead- 
ily degenerated. Factions have 
arisen and .been steadily growing in 
strength. 

Trouble came to a head when 
Sekgoma was succeeded by Tshe- 
kedi, who is acting as chief during 
the infancy of Sekgoma’s_ son. 
Tshekedi, who is only 21 years old, 
was educated at the native college 
at Lovedale and was summoned 
there last December to succeed 
Sekgoma. Almost at once friction 
arose between Tshekedi and Simon 
and Obeditse Ratshosa, grandsons 
of Chief Khama and princes of the 
royal blood. 

The trouble came to a head last 


When the emperor was dethroned 
in the revolution he was promised 
a large annuity from the Chinese 
republican government, which was 
never paid in full and not at all 
during recent years. He had, how- 
ever, his palace at Peking and his | 
personal treasures, until the “‘chrig- © 
tian general,”’ after his coup d’etat 
at Pekin forced the emperor to flee 
for his life to the legation quarter, 
and then seized his palace and all 
his treasures. The excuse was that 
these belonged to the republic and 
needed inventorying. 

For a week, under the protection 
of the military, who kept every one 
at a respectful distance, the inven- 
tory was being taken, while case 
after case left the palace. When 
the inventory was completed noth- 
ing of any great value was left.

TWO MEN MEET. 


A Frenchman and a German enjoyed a 
cozy Yuncheon together on Friday, at an 
inn on the slope of the Jura mountains, 
from which they had a glorious view of 
Mont Blanc. 
mountain trout, chicken browned to a 
turn, fresh peas, fruit, and a cobwebby 
bottle of Swiss wine. In the four hours 
during which they fraternized they dis- 
cussed the adjustments of French and 
German political] and economic relations, 
and reached many points of agreement. 
The Frenchman, M. Briand, has gained 
first rank ampng his countrymen and 
among statesmen by tha exercise of won- 
derful powers of improvisation in dealing 
with seemingly insoluble problems of 
statecraft. The German, Herr Strese- 
mann, is coming to the front as a states- 
man possessing similar gifts. One man 
is French to the core. The other -is 
nothing but German. 

Face to face, armed with authority and 
responsible to their countries and to the 
world for any agreements they might 
make, the Frenchman and the German 
found it perfectly easy to open their 
minds to each other. They discussed 
questions bristling . with contentious 
points, which afforded abundant oppor-. 
tunity for recrimination. Each could 
have demonstrated to his own satisfac- 
tion that his country had been wronged 
and was entitled to more than generous 
concessions. With interests which could 
be proved to be diametrically opposed ahd 
incapable of being harmonized, and with 
all hereditary influences conspiring to 
prevent any closing of the breach. be- 
tween them, Briand and Stresemann 


succeeded in reaching agreements which, | 
if approved. by their governments, will | 
rapidly improve conditions in both of | 


their countries and powerfully conduce 
to permanent peace. - ‘ 

‘They talked of the presence of French 
troops in Germany—a ticklish question, 
if ever there was one. They reached an 
agreement, which, whatever its details 
may be, is astonishing by reason of the 
fact that it is an agreement. They went 
over the economic situation, the need of 
collaboration between French and Ger- 
man resources and energies; and they 
reached agreements of far-reaching im- 
portance. France and Germany, habitual 
and implacable enemies, found a way to 
join.in teamwork for their mutual good. 

The way was simple. It was merely 
the friendly and frank meeting of two 
men who incarnated the new .spirit of 
France and Germany, 

Briand and Stresemann are. deserving 
of the highest praise for their practical 
agreements, but they could not have 
reached them unless the ground had been 


prepared. Their highest accomplishment 


has been in cultivating a new spirit in. 
their countrymen, and in their. courage 
for breaking into the No Man’s Land of 
peace and clasping friendly hands. Briand 
and Stresémann may encounter difficul-

I believe that if such an 
agreement could be reached on the lines 
suggested by me,.the consumption of,ni- 
trogen could be greatly increasea@ ard a 
fair margin of profit obtained by all pro- 
ducers. 

If, on the other hand, the present situa- 
tion is allowed to drift on, with no en- 
deavor on either side for an understand- 
ing, I foresee a price war which will 
eventually cripple both industries. 


The question that interests Americans 
is whether there is to be an extension of 
the policy of governmental aid ‘to com- 
mercial monopolies in foreign countries. 
Americans as producers are finding them- 
selves in competition with governments as 
well as foreign corporations, and as con- 
sumers they are the victims of price ex- 
tortions. sanctioned and legalized by for- 
eign governments.

THE BRITISH COAL. €RISIS. 
Premier Baldwin has outlined a new 
plan for the settlement of the British 
coal strike. He proposes that parliament 


shall set up a national arbitration tribu- 
nal, provided that the miners shall first 
return to work; that either side may re- 
fer to the tribunal any provisional set- 
tlement for working more than seven 
hours a day, if the question involved was 
considered on a national basis prior to 
July, 1925; that the national tribunal 
may confirm or modify any -such settle- 
ment, and that“the miners shall be en- 
titled by law’ to receive excess wages 
granted by the tribunal. 

The prime minister’s proposal is to be 
considered by the executives of the 
miners’ federation tomorrow. They are 
now consulting the miners. 

The first Criticism of Mr. Bafdwin’s 
proposal has been leveled against the 
stipulation that the miners shall return 
to work before any further move is 
made. As the men have made'a stand 
against district settlements, insisting 
upon a national settlement, it is con- 
tended that Mr. Baldwin’s plan is a vic-

Adjudication of Increases of 
Annuities to Retired Govern- 
ment Employes and Analyzes 
Figures as to Need of 34% 
Per Centt Assessment 
Against, Salaries Eearned by 
Aciive Workers in the Fed- 
eral Departments. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
I have read Secretary Work’s 
statement in an evening paper re- 


garding the delay in paying the in- 
crease in annuities to retired civil 
service employes; also a number of 
letters complaining bitterly and 
somewhat unreasonably of the 
Same delay. There should be some 
happy medium between the fault- 
finding criticism of the pension of- 
fice clerks for not making all the 
adjudications in ten days (as one 
correspondent is confident <tuld be 
done), and Secretary Work’s calm 
assertion that there is no delay. 
According to his statement, which 
is doubtless correct, 1,300 cases 
have been adjudicated, although 
only about 1,100 checks for in- 
creases have been sent out. The 
same statement gives the total 
number of annuitants at about 
13,000. If in two months and ten 
days one-tenth of the cases have 
been adjudicated (and there are 
the figures showing that ratio), it 
is an easy matter to calculate how 
long it will take to dispose of the 
last one—-more than 23 months, to 
say nothing of the new cases aris- 
ing almost every day. 

Now, it is to be presumed that 
the pension office clerks ‘have about 
all they can do under ordinary cir- 
cumstances to keep up with their 
routine work and that the progress 
aleady made has been at the ex- 
pense of extra effort, working over- 
time, &c. No one wishes them to 
do more than they have. But while 
the government is discharging em- 
ployes for the sake of so-called 
economy it certainly seems that 
some of those so discharged might 
be retained long enough to do this 
work and so prevent old and retir- 
ed men and women from waiting 
from 1 to 23 months (some of 
them for eternity), for the pittance 
that Congress granted them in the 
way of increases to meager annui- 
ties, especially in view of the fact 
that these annuities and the in- 
creases are to be paid from the 
pockets of the employes on the ac- 
tive roll—‘‘for many years,’’ Secre- 


tary Work says; for all time, I 
maintain. 

Of course, we all know that the 
government actuaries furnished 


figures well calculated to scare the 
President and Congress_into believ- 
ing that the government would 
eventually be called on for vast; 
sums to pay the annuities, We also 
know that they had little or noth- 
ing on which to base their calcula- 
tions—knew nothing of the number 
of employes who would ask and re- 
ceive extensions or the number who 
would die before reaching the age 
of expectancy after being thrown 
out of their groove ‘of work and 
routine by retirement (it is becom- 
ing evident that this number will 
be large); in fact, with the rest of 
mankind, they knew very little of 
the subject, but furnished their so- 
called statistics just the same as 
if they did know. 

Long before the government has 
Acauired the data for a scientific 
calculation of the cost of retire- 
ment some of these gentlemen will 
have gone where statistics will be 


the least of their troubles or joys, 
as the case may be. 

Let us examine their estimate in 
one particular. They tell us 
to meet the employes’ half of the 
cost it will be necessary to assess 
their earnings 3% per cent, and 
this rate is provided for in the 
present law. The average govern- 
ment employe’s salary is about 
$2,000 (this is from an official re- 
poft), so that an average assess- 
ment will be $70 a year. To this 
is to be added ultimately (accord- 
ing to the calculations made) an 
equal amount by the: government 
(the actuarial experts wanted an 
appropriation made at once for this, 
but Secretary Work, who doubtless 
saw the fallacy of their figures, ad- 
vised against it). These two sums 
would make $140 for each person, 
On an average. 

Now, the average annuity under 
the new law will be not far from 
$700 (it was about $540 under the 
old law), so that the combined as- 
sessment and government contribu- 
tion for five persons would provide 
one average annuity; in other 
words, ultimately, 1 would be on 
the retirement roll for each 5 on 
the active roll. Does any one be- 
lieve this? At the present time, 
after six years, the ratio is about 
1.to 32. I have seen a certificate 
issued in 1923 which is numbered 
11,482, and we are told there are 
now about 13,000 on the roll, an 
increase of possibly 500 a year. You 


would be, even if this rate of in- 
crease should continue, which, of 
course, it will not, before there 
would be upward of 75,000, the 
number that would be. required to 
meet a ratio of 1 to 5, even with 
no increase in the active roll, now 
about 390,000. 

I make no claim for absolute 
accuracy, and all this is more or 
less conjectural. Anybody can be- 
lieve the actuaries’ guess if he 
wishes. | do not. But whatever 
may be thought of the above re- 
ductio ad absurdum argument, here 
are some concrete figures from the 
experience of a nation-wide labor 
organization bearing on the subject 
of cost of retirement: 

The International Typographical 
union has .for about 20 years paid 
pensions to superannuated mem- 
bers. It proceeded cautiously, first 
paying about $200 a year to mem- 
bers of 20 years’ standing, over 60 
years old, who could not secure or 
were unable to perform sustaining 
labor. This was increased to $300 
and then to $416, at which figure 
it has stood for a number of years. 
Last year a group of actuaries 
scared the executive officers, pre- 
dicting an enormous increase in 
numbers on the pension roll, just 
as our Own group scared the ad- 
ministration and Congress; but be- 
yond a-little tightening of the lines 
as to getting on the roll and in- 
creasing by five years the age limit 
(to 65) nothing was done, and the 
pension situation is satisfactory. 
You will naturally ask what is 
the cost of this. The history of 
the matter is interesting. Remem- 
ber, the union pension is more than 
half as much as the average. gov- 
ernment annuity ($416-$700). An 
assessment of only 1 per cent was 
laid on earnings of working mem- 
bers, which was divided between 
the pensions and a mortuary bene- 
fit of $500. It was found after a 
while that the mortuary benefit 
fund would not need all of its % 
per cent and that the pension 
fund would require a little more, 
s0 a new division was ordered— 
% per cent for pensions and % per 
cent for the other, where it has 
stood for some years, with sur- 
pluses now of $2,500,000 and 
$1,300,000 and both increasing 
monthly. In a recent month. the 
deaths just equaled the accessions 
to the pension roll, so the “‘peak’’ 
seems to have been reached after 
20 years, with the rdtio of pension- 
ers to workers about 1 to 30. 

Of course the cases are not ex- 
actly parallel; but it would seem 
if a %& per cent of 1.per cent as- 
sessment carries a pension of $416, 
1% per cent will carry an average 
annuity of $700; but double this 
(and surely that will be margin 
enough), and we would have. the 
government annuity taken care of 
by an assessment of 2% per cent 
on employes—and we are assessing 
them 3% per cent for their half 
only of the cost. 

What a farce, then, is the pre- 
tense of generosity on the part of 
the government in its retirement 
legislation. It could well afford 
to be really generous in a number 
of particulars, seeing that the em- 
ployes are bearing the whole cost, 
present and prospective. Its at- 
titude is like that of Artemas 
Ward, who in a furor of patriotism 
in 1861 ‘‘was willing to sacrifice 
all his wife’s relations.”’

If we could have the figures for 
1920, as well as 1923, they prob- 
ably would show a pronounced de- 
cline in the percentage of profits 
taken by the larger corporations, 
since the income tax statistics show 
a great decline in the number cf 
persons receiving huge incomes dur- 
ing that three-year period and a 
large increase in the number re- 
ceiving smaller incomes within the 
taxation limit. 

There are many undertakings, 
such as insurance, motor manufac- 
ture and transportation, which cnly 
can be carried on by corporat'ons 
with larger capitalization and vol- 
ume of business. 

If the mere number of corpora- 
tions is significant, it may be re- 
marked that in the city of Wash- 
ington more than half the retail 
business is done by an insignificant 


number of establishments, yet 
it is doubtful if the  aver- 
age return on the investment 


has been greater in the larger than 
in the smaller corporations. It is 
true that two or more out of five 
business enterprises fail. We do not 
expect every man who goes into 
business will make a success of it. 
This is expected, though vainly, 
only in farming, which requires for 
success as much skill, effort and 
thrift as any other business. 

It always will be true that cor- 
porations employing half the labor 
and half the capital, and doing half 
the business of the country, will 
make half the profits. If these cor- 
porations have more owners than 
the larger number of small corpora- 
tions, there does not seem to be any- 
thing alarming in the situation.

Treasury Ruling om Realty. 


Tax Returns Incomplete 


= 


Language on Nonmarketable Obligations Called Unsat- 
isfactory—Statements by Syndicate Trusts Not 
Touched—Analysis by Board’s Counsel 


Admiiistrative interprétation of 
the income tax law asked for by the 


‘National Association of Real Estate 


Boards to make requirements as to 
tax returns. equitably consonant 
with actual business practice in cer- 
tain accepted types of real estate 
elling ig included only in part in a 
uling’ of the Treasury Department 
just issued providing new regula- 
tions in regard to reporting income 
received from sales of personal and 
real estate property on the instdll- 
ment plan. 

Complete cenatattauin of the bu- 
reau of internal revenug under the 
revenue acts of 1926 are in the 
hands of the governmént printer 
but have not yet been issued. 

The ruling just released, known 
as Treasury decision 3921, com- 
plies substantially with the recom- 
mendation of the association re- 
garding deferred payment sales of 
real estate not on an installment 
plan, but is unsatisfactory in its 
language-in the matter 6f nonmar- 
ketable obligations or evidences of 
indebtednes which may be received 


in p ent. 

rawr, the ruling does not 
touch dn the matter of tax returns 
by members of syndicate trusts or 
other joint investment organiza- 
tions engaged in subdividing and 
selling. real estate, and by failing 
to make the provision asked for by 
the national association in regard 
to this phase of the tax law, leaves 
a situation in which, unless some- 
thing further is done, the taxable 
profits of such syndicates must be 
computed with the syndicate itself 
rather than the beneficiary as the 
profit-earning entity. The result 
wil be that in many cases members 
of syndicates will be taxed on their 
proportionate share of the syndi- 
cates’ profits before they have re- 
ceived or can receive any part of 
such profits, or even before the re- 
turn of any portion of their capital 
investment. __ 
Difficulties inthe provisions of 
the 1926 revenue act.affecting real 
estate sales which may involve the 
immediate accruement to the gov- 
ernment of millions of dollars in 
taxes are pointed.out in an analy- 
sis of the present ruling and of the 
whole income-tax situation in re- 
spect to real estate sales which has 
just been submitted to the board 
of directors of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards in a 
joint brief by Nathan William Mac- 
Chesney, its general counsel, and 
by George P. Ellis, C. P. A., and 
Paul W. Pinkerton, €. P. A., its 


tate may be reported on the in- 
stallment plan if thé initial pay- 
ments, do not exceed one-fourth of 
the contract price. It defines “‘ini- 
tial payments’ as “‘the payments 
received * * * during the tax- 
able period in which t e sale ~or 
other disposition is. made.’ 

Under the law as adopted, there- 
fore, a subdivider can never know 
until the close of his taxable year 
how many or which ones of his 
sales during\ the year will, under 
the provisions of the law, be con- 


‘sidered as instalIment sales, since 


the test is the amount-of the pay- 
ments actually recefved tee his 
taxable year. 

So trivial a ciroumstance as. the 
payment by a customer on- Decem- 
ber 31 of an installment not due 
under his contract till the follow- 
ing day, January 1, may under the 
present law determine whether the 
seller may return the sale as made- 
on an installment basis. 

Following study of the text ‘of 
the new ruling the association is 
preparing to take what further ac- 
tion may be advisable to bring 
about the adjustments held neces- 
sary in the act or in the adminis- 
trative regulations to” accompany 
it. 

In the syndicate form of enlist- 
ing capital for real estate develop- 
ment, because of the nature of the 
organization, it is impossible to de- 
termine whether or not there is 
any profit accruing to an individual 
member uptil such time as the 
original capital paid in shall have 
been returned to the participants, 
the national association has point- 
ed out. 

Practice has varied in the various 
district offices of the internal rev- 
enue bureau as to whether syndicate 
trusts subdividing and selling real 
estate should, therefore, be permit- 
ted to return no taxable gain until 
such time as an actual gain had 
been received—in other words, un- 
til such time as the invested cap- 
ital should have been returned—or 
as to whether such_trusts should be 
treated: as partnerships or associa- 
tions. 

The national association in its 
memorandum to the Treasury De- 
partment asked that the principles 
as to joint adventures suggested in 
article 1507 of regulations 65 be 
applied specifically to real estate 
syndicate trusts. 

Unless this question is treated 
separately in the forthcoming regu- 
lations of the Treasury Department 
or unless something further is done,

The association, in resolutions 
passed at its annual convention held 
in Tulsa, Okla., in June, pointed out 
that the Federal income tax law has 
not adequately provided for the re- 
turn for taxation of deferred pay- 
ment sales of real property when 
such sales are not on an installment 
basis, though such a basis is a well- 
recognized and sound plan and the 
only one by which a majority of the 
people may purchase homes. In.a 
memorandum subsequently ad-

expected .Treasury fegulations in 
regard to this plan of sales. 

The effort was successful to the 
extent that Treasury deCision 3921 
has continued to recognize the so- 
called “deferred payment plan.” It 
prescribes that in such cases “the 
obligations of the purchaser re- 
ceived by the vender are to be con- 
sidered as the equivalent of cash 
to the amount of their fair market 
value in ascértaining the profit or 
less from the transaction.’’ 

The text of the new ruling on 
this point is further as follows- 

“Tf the obligations received by 
the vender have no fair market 
value, the payments in cash or 
other property having a fair market 
value shall be applied against and 
reduce the basis of the property 
sold, and if in excess of such basis 
shall be taxable to the extent of the 
excess. Gain or loss is realized 
when the obligations are disposed 
of or satisfied, the amount being 
the difference between the _ re- 
duced basis as provided above and 
the amount realized therefor. 


While the provision does not} 


limit its’ application in regard to 
obligations received by the vender 
to “evidences of indebtedness of 
the purchaser,”’ but is so broad as 
to include any obligations, it is un-

TAX RETURNS INCOMPLETE

use of the words “fair market 
value’’ rather than the phrase 
teadily r-ulizable market value,’’ 
recommended by the association, 
and it fails to include any defini- 
tion of what shall be considered ‘as 
standard of fair market value, as 
the association had requested. 

The association had proposed 
that obligations received by a ven- 
der should not be considered to 
have a fair market value unless 
they can be ordinarily disposed of 
by the taxpayer under ordinary 
commercial usage at a discount not 
in excess of 10 per cent. The term 
‘‘fair market value,” lacking ex- 
plicit definition, remains a vague, 
intangible property of § certain 
classes of evidence of indebtedness, 
often totally impossible of deter- 
mination, and nearly always, in the 
final analysis, representing no more 
than a haphazard opinion. 

Two types of cases of deferred 
payment sales will fall into -the 
class here discussed, those in which 
the first payment is in excess of 25 
per cent of the~.sales price, and 
those in which the “initial pay- 
ments,’’ that is the total payments 
received within the taxable year in 
which the transaction occurs, ex- 
ceed 25 per cent of the sale price. 

The new regulations further pro- 
vide that in the sale of land sub- 
divided into lots there shall be re- 
ported the measure of profit on the 
sale of each lot from the time sales 
begin. The language incorporated 
into the newly promulgated ruling 
is as follows: 

“Where a tract of land is pur- 
chased with a view to dividing it 
into lots or parcels of ground to be 
sold as such, the cost or other basis 
shall be equitably apportioned to 
the several lots or parcels and made 
a matter of record on the books of 
the taxpayer, to the end that any 
gain derived from the sale of any 
such lots or parcels which consti- 
tute taxable income may be re- 
turned as income for the year in 
which the sale is made. ‘This rule 
contemplates that there will be a 
measure of gain or loss on every 
lot or parcel sold, and not that the 
capital in the entire tract shall be 
extinguished before any taxable in- 
come shall be returned. 

“The sale of each lot or parcel 
will be treated as a separate trans- 
action, and gain or loss computed 
accordingly.”’ 

Entry of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards into active 
work for modification of income tax 
regulations was occasioned by the 
crisis which appeared to be precipi- 
tated in the business of real estate 
sale on a time payment basis by a 
decision of the United States board 
of tax appeals in the case of B. B. 
Todd, Inc., (I. B. T. A. 762) in a 
decision laid down shortly before 
the present law was framed, in 
which it was held that there was no 
authority in the revenue act of 
1918 for reporting income on the 
installment plan. The acts of 1921 
and 1924 negatively permitted the 
use of such an installment plan. 

Gains made in the situation in 
regard to subdivision and sale of 
real estate as affected by the 1926 
income tax law and the ruling so 
far laid down by the Treasury De- 
partment for its administration are 
summarized by Gen. MacChesney as 
follows: 

1. The installment plan of re- 
porting income has now been af- 
firmatively and retroactively recog- 
nized in the statute, thus nullifying 
the effect of the decision of the 
board of tax appeals in the case 
above mentioned.

‘Handicaps remaining in the ad- 
justment of tax returns to actual 
time and amount of receipt of gains 
he points out as follows: 

1. The arbitrary rule in the law 
that all payments received in the 
first year following a sale are to 
be considered as part of the initial 
payment. 

2. Failure to be explicit in the 
language of the new ruling in re- 
gard to the circumstances under 
which the obligations of purchasers 
will be considered as having no 
fair market value. 

Difficulties and dangers found in 
the present wording of the 1926 
revenue act itself are pointed out 
in detail in the joint brief through 
citations illustrating the trivial cir- 
cumstances which now determine 
whether a given sale is entitled to 
be classified for purposes of tax re- 
turn as an installment gale. 

Examples are as follows: 

A lot sold on the very common 
basis'of 20 per cent down and 1 
per cent monthly, if sold in July, 
would be treated as an installment 
sale if no more was paid thereon 
prior to the close of the year than 
called for by the contract, since 
the total paid would be 25 per 
cent. Should the customer, how- 
ever, decide to pay two months’ 
installments in December, the total 
payment within the year would be 
26 per cent, and the sale could not 
be reported on the installment 
plan. 

Sales made on the same terms 
prior to July could not be treated 
as installment sales if all payments 
had been made as called for by the 
contracts. If a customer closed a 
contract on June 30 -and made all 
payments when due, the total re- 
ceived during the year would be 
26 per cent, and not entitled to in- 
stallment classification. If the same 
customer delayed his last payment 
one day, making it on January 2, 
his action would reduce the amount 
received by the seller in the term 
of the taxable year so as to throw 


the sale into the installment clas- ‘ 


sification. 


If the plan of sale is such that 
monthly payments, instead of being 
applied entirely to the reduction 
of principal, as in the foregoing ex- 
amples, are applied first to the pay- 
ment of interest and then to the 
reduction of principal, a plan which 
is in perhaps more general use than 
the one from which the examples 
are drawn, the further complica- 
tions which. arise in determining 
the status of individual sales are 
self-evident. 


The association’s counsel points 
out that the only course open to a 
subdivider in order that he may be 
certain of coming within the pro- 
visions for reporting his income on 
the installment plan is to make 
sales on such terms that the pay- 
ments called for within the taxable 
year of sale do not exceed 25 per 
cent of the selling price, either 
varying the terms according to the 
month in which the sale is made 
or making all sales on terms ‘so low 
that sales made in the first month 
of the taxable year will fall with- 
in the limit, and then to refuse to 
accept payment not due. Such a 
course is manifestly impracticable. 


“But of more immediate impor- 
tance, the brief states, is the fact 
that the provisions of the 1926 act 
are retroactive to January 1, 1916, 
and that the subdividor who has 
sold property on the installment 
plan during the past several years 
is a helpless victim. He has no 
remedy so far as those years are 
concerned—not even an impractical 
one. We are not prepared to ex- 
press an opinion at this time re- 
garding the right of the commis- 
sioner to reopen the cases of tax- 
payers for years which have been 
examined and ostensibly closed, but 
any other tax payer must file 
amended returns for all years af- 
fected. The payments on each con- 
tract must be analyzed to deter- 
mine which contracts are to be 
treated as installment sales and 
which are not. The amount of 
work involved in making such an 
analysis and classification will in 
many casés be staggering, and 
there will immediately accrue to 
the government millions of dollars 
of taxes. 

“This liability will come about,

WORK ON SERVICE RIFLE 
MODIFICATION CONTINUED’. 


Springfield area. Makes 
Progress in Changes on 
_ 1903 Bolt and Barrel. 


Progress is being made at Spring- 
field Armory, Mass., in the experi- 
mental modification of the bolt and 
barrel of the model 1903 service 
rifle. In the model bolt recently 
completed the extractor tongue 
groove has been made shallower 
and hks been moved back from the 
face of the bolt. 

It now is proposed to build up 
the breechface of the barrel to form 
two sections of truncated cones 
with a view to giving better sup- 
port to the base of the cartridge. 

Experiments with set triggérs 
also are being continued. .. Two 
types are under consideration, the 
Swiss, and a device submitted by 
First Lieut. George A. Woody, 
ordnance department. 

The device of Lieut. Woody has 
many advantages and appears 
promising. The chief disadvantage 
with the present design is that

TEST OF PLANES IN SHIP 
LANDINGS HELD SUCCESS 


Report Shows Aircraft Opera- 
tions With Langley Are 
Highly Satisfactory. 


DESCEND IN RECORD TIME

Reports have been received by 
the naval bureau of aeronautics, of 
practices carried on in the battle 
fleet on the Pacific coast, to de- 
termine at what speed a squadron 
of planes could be operated from 
the aircraft-carrier Langley and.,to 
ascertain the average maximum 
speed of landings to be expected on 
board. 


On the morning of the day the 
operations were conducted, one di- 
vision of VF planes made 68 land- 
ings on the Langley, and in the 
afternoon a second division made 59 
landings, a total of 127 for the day. 
In spite of the fact that there was 
much pitch to the ship on account 
of heavy seas, the landings, with 
few exceptions, were very accurate, 
and the percentage of injuries to 
material was lower than at any time 
since the squadron has operated 
from the Langley. 

The Curtiss Hawk was used 
also in these operations, and Lieuts. 
John D. Price and George L.. Compo 
made five landings on board the 
ship. This is the first time this 
plane has been used under strictly 
service conditions, and it is reparted 
that it was remarkably easy to 
maneuver in reaching the ship’s 
landing-deck. 

As a result of these practices, VF 
squadron 1, composed of 12 planes, 
later was enabled to land on the 
Langley with great rapidity when 
heavy mist prevailed. The mist 
was almost equal to a fog, and the 
radio plane of the squadron was no- 
tified to diréct all planes to return 
to the ship. The landing-deck was 
very slippery, but, in spite of these 
conditions, all planes landed in 
excellent condition, except one, 
which damaged its landing-gear. 
The landings all were made within 
a period of 21 minutes.

As to the second point, 
however, the effect is that the tax 
is to be computed at higher rates 
than would otherwise apply—ana 
this means an absolute and irre- 
trievable outlay of money by the 
taxpayer. - :

All to Take Part. 


The academic procession, in 
which all students and the faculty 
will take part, will leave Caldwell 
hall at 10:15 and move to the gym- 
nasium. The discourse will be de- 
livered by the Rt. Rev. Mgr. Ed- 
ward A. Pace, D. D., vice rector in 
academics. 

During the summer months many 
improvements have been made.

SUPREME COURT UNIQUE 
IN DISTRICT, SAYS JURIST 


Functions as State and Fed- 
eral Unit, Siddons Writes 
in Law Review. 


GIVES HISTORY OF CASES 


An article of unusual interest to 
members of the bar and to the 
public, ‘“‘The Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia; Its Jurisdic- 
tion-and Powers,”’ by Justice Fred- 
erick L. Siddons,.is featured this 
month in the forthcoming number 


of the National University Law Re- 
view. The work is regarded as im- 
portant from an historical, as well 
as a legal standpoint. 

It shows the Supreme court not 
only is one of original jurisdiction, 
but is unique in that it possesses 
the normal and usual jurisdiction 
and powers of a State court as well 
as those of the Federal district 
courts. In addition, Justice Siddons 
points out, the court is intrusted 
with and exercises powers that are 
not possessed by any other trial 
court in the country. 

The court is clothed with execu- 
tive power in granting extradition 
and has powers that are, in their 
essence, legislative. In making this 
point the author points to the power 
conferred on the court to review 
the findings and determinations of 
the public utilities commission. of 
the District of Columbie, and in 
doing so, to establish rates which 
the public utilities may be permit- 
ted to charge for* services of va- 
rious kinds.

The article, furthermore, gives a 
survey of important and historical 
cases that have come before the 
court for trial and disposal. 
Justice Siddons is professor of 
the law of negotiable instruments 
and evidence in the National Uni-

DIET FOR ANEMIA. 

E are accustomed to telling 

W people with simple anemias 

and secondary anemias that 

a proper diet will aid materially in. 

acure. On the other hand, We have 

frequently fold persons with per- 

nicious anemia that diet would not 
cure them. 

In a recent number of the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, two groups of physicians 
gave diets which they have found 
of great service in treating all forms 
of anemia, including - pernicious 
anemia. It will be several years be- 
fore the last word can be said as to 
the permanence of the improvement 
in pernicious anemia. 


’ The following is a diet used by 
Drs. Minot and Murphy: 

From 3 to 6 ounces of cooked 
calf’s liver; occasionally an equal 
quantity of lamb’s kidney was sub- 
etituted. 

Four ounces lean beef or mutton. 
Not less than 10 ounces Of vegeta- 
bles containing 1 to 10 per cent 
carbohydrates —especially lettuce 
and spinach. 

Eight to 16 ounces of fruit, es- 
pecially peaches, apricots, strawber- 
ries, pineapple, oranges and grape- 
fruit. 

About 1 1-3 ounces of fat derived 
from butter and cream. However, 
animal] fats and oils were excluded 
as much as possible.

OS ANGELES; €alif., Sept. 18— 
L The most significant art ex- 

pression that I found in Los 
Angeles is the Metropolitan theater, 
the interior of which is an entirely 
new form of art. The architect of 
this inspiring interior is William 
Lee Woollett. The story of how this 
theater came to be is unusual, to say 
the least. 

Mr. Woollett was one of a number 
of artists and connoisseurs who 
were invited to see the famous 
“Nude Descending the Stair,’’ when 
that now historic canvas was in the 
nature of a sensation. He was 
asked by one of the guests to give 
his opinion concerning this much 
discussed painting. He had noth- 
ing to say about it then for it con- 
veyed no definite idea to his mind. 
But he determined that he would 
find out what it meant. 

This was the beginning of his in- 
terest in the new form of art. Not 
that he became an advocate of the 
famous nude, but he became aware 
of an entirely new point of view in 
art and he studied for years to 
know the meaning underlying ab- 
stract art, with the result that he 
has brought into expression an orig- 
inal form of art that is beautiful, 


intensively stimulating and effec- 
tive.

Memorial to War Dead. 
Was | 


The Metropolitan theater | 
built as a memorial to the boys who | 
fell in the world war. The interior | 
is magnificent. It expresses the 
ideas that inspired the men and the 
tremendous force of which they 
were the embodiment. The expres- 
sion of these ideas in symbolic form | 
is the task that the architect has set | 
himself. On either side of the en- 
trance hall are two great figures, 
that are. the creations of the artists 
imagination. To the right is Aspira- | 
tion, a creature composed of the, 
head and shoulders of a stag, the | 
rest of the body made in the form | 
of a snail, bound to the earth by the| 
snail’s slow weight. 

To the left is another imaginative | 
form, embodying ‘‘They shall not| 
pass,”’ which cammemorates the | 
solid defiance of France. The two | 
great figures are composed of con-| 
crete, as is the whole of the inter- | 
ior, yet so. varied is the surface | 
quality that one has the impression | 
of many materials and great rich-| 
ness in color and texture. 

There are original designs, sculp- | 
tures, painted and incised, that for 
sheer beauty and originality have 
never been equaled. Yet there is a 
wonderful symbolism running 
through the whole. Vor instance, 
the form of the poppy has. been con- 
used as a motif

The presentation of the painting 
dy John Carroll, who received’ a 
prize at the Pan American, is made 
the center of interest in.a room 
filled with modern art, which this 
museum is at present interested in 
advocating.

Many Art Galleries. 

There are numerous’ galleries 
where American painters can ex- 
hibit their works. The city is rich 
in art galleries. Chief among them 
and perhaps the most extensive. is 
the Biltmore Salon. -This gallery 
is in the huge Biltmore hotel. 
Along the long corridor which ex- 


tends for.a block are paintings by 
the representative Western’ paint- 
ers. The paintings which hang on 
the walls of the corridors are more 
or less permanent, or at least they 
are not often changed. But there 
are other smaller rooms where are 
held from time to time “fone man 
shows.” 

At present there is. a group -ex- 
hibition of Western painters con- 
sisting of Jack W. Smith, J. Man- 
heim, A. M. Hazard, Edgar ‘Payne, 
Thomas L. Hunt, Kabhryn Leigh- 
ton, Carl Oscar Borg and others.

The legal controversy 
raging over the book, due to inter- 
pretation of certain characters, can 
not affect its literary merit, and 
after all only a small part is de- 
voted to a description of Chicago’s 


| picturesque Gamblers’ Alley of the 
90s. 


The gaming note is struck sim- 
ply in following the fortunes of 
Gaylord Ravenal, gentleman adven- 
turer and some time actor. There 
is a Micawber resemblance in Gay- 
lord Ravenal, and like that gentle- 
man of Dickens’ creation, Gaylord 
always was “waiting for something 
to turn up.” 

The Dickens’ note jAs_ struck 
again and again‘in other charac- 
ters. Naturally, they are Ameri- 
canized and every figure is a star 
in the array of picturesque folk 
Miss Ferber has gatheed together 
to tell this thrilling tale of yester- 
day and the Mississippi. 

Certainly there is something ar- 
resting in a prim and _ proper 
Yankee school marm becoming the 
wife of a Mississippi steamboat 
captain and chatelaine of the Cot- 
ton Blossom Floating Palace thea- 
ter, the famous “Show Boat’ of the 
story. . 

When Capt. Andy Hawkes, a 
true-to-life character, dies and his 


Wife, Parthenia Ann Hawkes, be- 


comes proprietor of the “Show 
Boat,” she runs it according to 
Puritan ideas with a strict eye to 
business. At 80 she dies a million- 
aire and a character known in 
every hamlet along the Mississippi. 

The captain, who killed a man in 
his youth, can see no reason why 
his daughter Magnolia should not 
become the bride of Ravenal, who 
also has killed a man. 

Magnolia, whom her mother en- 
deavored to rear according to 
her own strict principles, climbs 
through the windows of the ‘‘Show 
Boat” to witness the performances 
and becomes letter perfect in the 
parts of the players. Despite the 
influence of her mother, Magnolia 
becomes leading lady of the troop. 
Ravenal becomes leading man and 
her husband. 

In this atmosphere one of the 
star characters, Kim Ravenal, later 
a famous actress, is born. 

When gambler’s luck and dis- 
couragement causes Gaylord to de- 
sert his wife and child, Magnolia 
tries the. stage, but, while she 
achieves some success, she finds it 
fifferent:from playing to the sym- 
pathetic audiences along the Mis- 
sissippi. 

Kim insists on a real dramatic 
school, and spends much time in 
study. 

Just as her mother had stepped 
into the’ dictatorship of the Show 
Boat, so Magnolia, the mother of 
a guccessful Broadway actress, 
takes her place at the helm of the 
Show Boat when death claims Par- 
thy Ann Hawkes. Kim and her 
young husband journey to the Mis- 
sissippi to induce Magnolia to leave 
and are presented with a’ fortune 
left by Parthy Ann and the remem- 
brance of contentment of Magnolia 
as their reward. 

All the world is a stage, accord- 
ing to the trend of the story, and 
the flotsam of humanity as it flow- 
ed in and out the floating theater 
represented every emotion and 
characteristic.

Is it a part of the instinet for 
economy which has been one of the 
secrets of Mr. Ford’s success, that 
he sends unbound copies of his new 
work for review in the press? This 
practice is not common with aspir- 
ing authors longing for the accolade 
of critical. approval Perhaps. Mr. 
Ford has counted on the news in- 
terest which surrounds afy action 
of his. He is right in this except 
that literature is a jealous mistress 
and a place within her sacred pre- 
cincts can not be bought for gold. 
Henry Ford, the billionaire, in the 
land of literary ‘accomplishment, 
must produce, just as.the poetina 
can not become famous 
through the mere act of starving. 


Tells of Industry. 


The most interesting thing on the 
first page of Mr. Ford’s book is his 
statement as follows: ‘Take just 
one idea—-a little idea in itself—an 
idea that eny one might have had, 
but which fell to me to develop— 
that of making a small, strong, sim-, 
ple automobile; to make it cheaply, 
and pay high wages in its making. 
On October 1, 1908, we made the 
first of our present type of small 
cars. On June 4, 1924, we made 
the ten millionth. Now, in 1926, 
we arein our thirteenth million.” 

Mr. Ford points out the affiliated 
industries which follow the mak- 
ing of motors. 

It is amazing to trace with him 
the growth of his business in terms 


men, women and children get their 
livings directly out-of this idea of 
his which blossomed into achieve- 
ment eighteen short years ago.

. 60 Per Cent of Manufacturing 
Activities Have Abandoned 
Steam-Driven Machinery. 


POWER CENTRALIZATION 
MAKES RAPID STRIDES 
Distribution of Power From 
Central Stations Proves Pop- 

ular as Utilities Combine. 


The increasing use of electricity 
fn industry operations and the in- 
tegration of public utility electric 
lants are outstanding developments 
n the electric power field. 

Sixty per cent of American indys- 
try is already electrified, and manu- 
facturers show a growing disposi- 
tion to purchase electric power 
rather than to generate it them- 
selves in private plants. 

One of the chief reasons for this 
increasing popularity of central sta- 
tion service may be found in the 
relative economies of operation at- 
tributable to consolidation and in- 
terconnection among central sta- 
tion plants. 

“Probably the remarkable extent 
to which electricity is being utilized 
in industrial operations throughout 
the United States is not generally 
realized. Only about two-fifths of 
the electricity available finds em- 
ployment in domestic and commer- 
cial uses and in transportation. The 
remaining three-fifths is used 
three industrial fields, namely, man- 
ufacturing, mining and irrigation. 


Central Station Popular. 


“A survey of electric power con- 
sumed in manufacturing industries 
during 1924, published recently by 
the Electric World, showed 60 per 
cént electrification in that branch. 
Imasmuch as the manufacturing in- 
dustries consume about four times 
ag much electrical! power as mining 
and irrigation combined, the survey 
Mjay be considered representative of 
fthe entire industria! field of elec- 
tficity. The lowering cost of elec- 
tricity, with which users are fa- 
miliar, makes it increasingly at- 
tractive to industry. Thus in 1918 
less than 9,000,000-horsepower of 
motors in the manufacturing fh- 
dustry was driven by electricity. 
In 1924 over 22,000,000-horsepower 
Was so driven. 

* ‘Along with the increasing con- 
shmption of electricity there has 
developed a tendency among manu- 
‘facturers to purchase their electric 
power rather than generate it them- 
selves. jn private plants. Within 
_ the past decade, the central station 
j industry has very definitely assum- 
ei the position of leadership in the 
manufacturing power field. 

- “Fhere are doubtless a number 
dt. causes for this, but certainly it 
would seem that no one circum- 
gtance has done more to carry the 
cPntral station to its position of 
preeminence during the last de- 
dade than the integrating move- 

ent among central stations. The 

total number of operating systems 
Has decreased by about one-sixth 
since 1918. 
* “During this same period of con- 
centration of management and 
plant; the demand for central sta- 
Son service has more than dou- 
léd.’”

LAW LIBRARY IS FREE 
TO LAWYER TENANTS 


Chicago Skyscraper Offers 
an Odd Attraction as 


Inducement. 

Chicago, Sept. 18 (By A. P.). 
Swimming pools, gymnasiums, day 
nurseries and recreation rooms are 
among newer inducements offered 
tenants, but one of Chicago’s oldest 
skyserapers has for some 30 years 
used perhaps an even more novel 
form of attraction. 

The Ashland block, in the center 
of the downtown district, maintains 
on one of its upper floors a law 
library of -.more than 10,000 
volumes. It is kept up to date, 
with all the newest statues and de- 
cisions, at no cost to those who 
use it. The library is believed to 
be the only one of its kind in the 
city, if not the entire country. The 
majority of the offices in the 
building are occupied by lawyers, 
and most of the judges in the city 
have at one time been located 
there. 

A. J. Alexander, 
tuckian, built the Ashland block 
when -tall buildings were few in 
Chicago. *It was his first venture 
and the proposed height worried 
him.

1D NOT LOGAL PROBLEM 


Isolated Systems Disapyear- 
ing Rapidly, Says Dean of 
Ohio State University. 


HEAVY STRAIN ON CAPITAL 


“It is no exaggeration to say that 
the time is not far distant when 
there will be few communties in 
the settled portions of the United 
States receiving electricity from an 
isolated system of generation, 
transmission and distribution,’’ 
writes C. O. Ruggles, dean of the 
college of commerce, Ohio State 
university, in a recent issue of the 
Annalist. 


“This means,’’ says he, ‘‘that, so 
far as electric service is concerned, 
the problems are not at all local 
problems confined to the municipal- 
ity, but are the problems of great 
systems of generation, interconnec- 
tion and distribution. 

“The remarkable extension in 
utility service in the last genera- 
tion, and especially in the last ten 
years, is one of the outstanding 
economic, industrial and _ social 
facts of present history in the 
United States. The demands upon 
capital necessary to bring about 
this service have been enormous. 
The capital was neither available 
nor could it have been furnished 
for isolated systems of utility serv- 
ice; but, above all, it could not be 
furnished or secured except under 
a system of regulation, which, while 
it fully protected the public in ev- 
ery one of its essential interests 
as consumers, at the same time 
gave reasonable assurance of a fair 
governmental regulatory system 
upon which investors could rely for 
the protection of their rights. 

“Not only has this expansion 
been’ tremendous in the past, but 
there is now no visible limit to the 


expansion which must take place 
in the:future if all requirements of 
our social and industrial fabric are 
to be met.’ 


Electric Meter Man 
Walks 75,000 Miles 


The average reader of electric 
meters, going as he does from house 
to house once a month, walks 
around the world once every four 
years, judging by the experience of 
Roy Davisson, of St. Louis, Mo. This 
man, after twelve years of it, has 
covered - nearly. 75,000 miles, ,read- 
ing an average of-.6,500 meters a 
month, or about 930,000 in all, and 
he is by no means run down yet. 

Meter readers expect trouble with 
pet dogs, but in all his years of 
service Davisson says he has been 
bitten only once, and that was im-/[ 
mediately after all St.. Louis read- 
ers had been equipped with leather 
puttees for protection. He over- 
confidently defied a bad dog to bite 
him on the new armor and the 
hound took him up—on the thigh.

ALONG MANY LINED 


Hygiene and Sanitation in 
Modern Housing Owe Much 
to Craftsman’s Labors. 


ACTIVITIES LEND FORCE 
TO CIVIC IMPROVEMENT 


Through Vocational Training 
Tradesman Offers Youth 
Opportunity. 


No where in the world is there a 
more vital problem to be solved by 
right-thinking people than the ques- 
tion of mere ‘‘housing.’’ The cave- 
men were “housed”? when it comes 
to that—but—how? It is the way 
in which the modern plumber has 
answered this latter query that has 
led us to look upon him as one of 
the greatest (if not the greatest) 
civilizing and educative force of the 
age in which we live. 

The plumber of today is no longer’ 
a mere tradesman; he is a teacher; 
and a most influential one at that, 
since his pupils form the great gen- 
eral public, and the branches in 
which he gives instruction include 


| hygiene sanitation, civics, vocation- 


al training, and, we may even say 
without stretching a point, ethics. 


Plumber Aids Toward Health. 


Let us give a brief resume of his 
teachings in these varied fields: 

1. Hygiene: Because of his 
knowledge of the laws governing 
health preservation the plumoer 
has used his powerful influence to 
spread the “‘bath-a-day”’ idea. 

2. Sanitation: The science of the 
removal of elements injurious to 
health. Science, mark you! Here’s 
where the plumber shines! Who: 
can gainsay the fact that through 
the marvelous way he has piped 
fresh water into each home and 
piped away poisonous waste he has 
done more than all the doctors in 
the land to remove the danger of 
epidemics? Typhoid, yellow fever, 
cholera, smallpox, once the scourge 
of the land, now appear only as 
isolated cases due entirely to the 
plumber’s mastery of the science 
of sanitation. 

3. Civics: Who, may we ask, isa 
greater stimulator of civic pride 
than the plumber? What is any 
city but an aggregation of individ- 
ual homes? And in so far as each 


/™ |home is immaculately kept, scien- 


tifically drained and made hygienic 
and convenient through up-to- 
date plumbing systems and devices, 
just that far will the entire city be- 
come a beautiful, comfortable and 


| healthful place to live in. 


Backs Vocational Training. 


4. Vocational. training: As a 
teacher of youth along vocational 
lines, who can do more for the am- 
bitious boy of today than the high- 
type plumber? He can teach hima 
trade which will nobly employ his 
powers of both head and hand; 


q which will not only yield him a 


competence, but will tiake him a 
respected and valued member of 
any community of which he be- 
comes a party. 

5. Last, but far from least, 
ethics—the study of the principles 
of right living. Who can deny the 
influence of the plumber -in this 
important field? Have we not al- 
ways coupled cleanliness and god- 
liness? On the other hand, have 
we not always just as naturally re- 
ferred to the seething ‘criminal 
classes of our big cities as the 
great unwashed? All hail, then, to 
the man who has done so much to 
further the cause of cleanliness, 
for those who are.clean and are 
sanitarily housed are healthy, and 
seeds of vice never flourish where 
cleanliness reigns. 

To sum up, then, the value of 
this greater teacher—the plumber. 
He disseminates instruction in hy- 
giene, creates sanitary living con- 
ditions, promotes civic pride, trains 
youth in a vocation of the highest 
type, makes ethical living a possi- 
bility to even the humblest house- 
holder. In short, the plumber is an 
asset of incalculable value in’ any 
community, whose services can not 
be reckoned in terms of dollars and 
cents, but can best be expressed by 
our reaction to his instruction in 
‘terms of right living.

Causes Big Fire Loss 


Flagstaff, Ariz., Sept. 18 (By A.

‘Lightning holdovers”. caused

ENGINEERS WOULD CURB 
FIXTURE “SECONDS: TRADE 


Hold Products Marked for 
Export Are Often Diverted 
to Domestic Market. 


SEEKS TO PROTECT PUBLIC 


A resolution attacking the pres- 
ent method of distributing second- 
grade fixtures was passed by the 
Utah State Association of Sanitary 
and Heating Engineers at the regu- 
lar quarterly convention of that or- 
ganization, May 25, in Salt Lake 
City, which reads as follows: 

“Whereas, the sale of ‘seconds’ 
or ‘B’-grade fixtures to the so-called 
exporter is no assurance that the 


fixtures will be exported; but, to 
the contrary a large percentage is 
sold to the shyster jobber, lumber 
companies, and others, who sell tq 
the curbstone plumber or direct to 
consumer 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that 
it is to the best interest of the 
legitimate master plumber and to 
the public in general that these 
goods be marketed through the 
legitimate master plumber and that 
all sales of such ‘seconds’ be in- 
voiced or billed to the purchaser as 
‘seconds;’ and be it further 

‘Resolved, That the directors or 
a special committee of the National 
Association of. Master Plumbers be 
asked to wait on the manufacturers 
and the associated plumbing supply 
houses with a view of bringing 
about such an arrangement.”’ 

The present method of distribut- 
ing ‘‘seconds,’’ namely that of sup- 
posedly exporting them, is consider- 
ed very unsatisfactory by many of 
the Utah tradesmen. who hold the 
opinion that. a good percentage of 
the ‘“‘seconds,’’ while perhaps 
originally marked for shipment to 
other countries,. never land there, 
but aré’. “diverted. to some other 
American city and find their way 
eventually to the public. WH sold 
through the legitimate jobbers, all 
masters would be placed on the 
same basis, instead of the majority 
trying to sell only first-grade ma- 
terial while the few, including lum- 
ber companies, wrecking houses, 
and others, sell the second-grade 
materials direct to the public, often 
as first-grade goods. 


UNIVERSITY TO BEGIN: 
REAL ESTATE COURSE 


Will Present Principles Gov- 
erning Values of 
the Property. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Sept. 18 (By 
A. P.)—Fundamentals in the 
real estate business will become.a 
matter of student investigation in 


the School of Business Administra- 
tion of the University of Michigan 
this fall. In addition to research 
work, four courses for graduate 
students are offered. itn 

The instructor, E. M. Fisher, -re- 
cently director of the department of 
education and research of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
boards, will have the title of asso- 
ciate profepsor. 

In addition to his work as head 
of the research, Mr. Fisher will of- 
fer three courses: The fundamen- 
tals of city growth and real estate 
values, and a beginning and follow- 
ing course in realty management. 

The first course presents the prin- 
ciples governing city and real estate 
values, the effect of city planning 
and zoning on real estate utilization 
and value and the economic aspects 
on real estate as a commodity. — 

_The realty management perlimi- 
nary course includes surveys of the 
operation of a brokerage office and 
departments of mortgage and 
finance, subdivigidis and property 
Management.

California Engineer Sinks Well 
to Tap Underground Steam 
Under High Pressure. 


AIDS FUEL CONSERVATION 


In these days of need for fuel 
conservation it should delight the 
soul of Herbert Hoover to learn 
that in California a young engineer 
has succeeded in harnessing the hot 


vapors that come from deep down 
in the earth to drive steam engines. 

Scientists and other learned men 
said that it could not be done, but 
this young man proved to them that 
it could. There is an area 10 miles 
wide and 20 miles long that seems 
to be the lid of a great internal 
furnace. Every crack and crevice 
emits hot steam. 

Considerable difficulty was expe- 
rienced in drilling and casing a hole 
to withstand the tremendvous pres- 
sure of the pent-up steam. But 
once the first hole was completed 
and closed by a valve it supplied 
steam at a pressure of several hun- 
dred pounds per square inch. 
Steam from the first well was used 
to run the engines used in drilling 
the succeeding ones. 

This discovery .has opened un. 
limited possibilities for future in- 
dustrial development. Think of the 
fuel that can be saved. But, while 
the engineers are striving to, find 
ways to save fuel for industrial use 
people are wasting thousands of 
bushels of coal in their home be- 
cause of inefficient heating methods. 

Old-fashioned stoves and worn- 
out, heating plants waste fuel, at the 
same time they fail to heat the 
house properly. Probably the great- 
est waste of all, however, occurs in 
dependence upon human instead of 
automatic ‘mechanical control ‘of 
fires. This waste could be checked 
at once by putting in operation any

one of several tested and reliable 
devices for automatic heat regula- 
tion.

A recent survey of used cars 
throughout the country disclosed 
the fact that the fastest selling sec- 
ond-hand car, and the one which 
commanded the highest prices in 
the general market, was the car 
equipped with a Knight sleeve-valve 
motor.

BRITISH WORKING ON NEW 
TYPE OF AIRPLANE ENGINE 


Government Developing Single 
Sleeve Valve Motor for 
Air Uses. 


SUCCESS IS REPORTED 


On the recommendation of the 
aeronautical research committee of 
the British government, a special 
Argyll single-sleeve valve engine 


for use in airplanes is being de- 
veloped in the British government 
research laboratory: in London, 
England. This is the engine the 
basic patent rights of which are 
owned by: the Continental Motors 
Corporation of Detroit. 

'In the report of the aeronautical 
research committee to Sir Samuel 
J. Hoare, secretary of state for air 
of Great Britain, which has just 
been issued, attention is called to 
the practicability and efficiency of 
the single-sleeve valve engine. The 
report says in part: ‘‘For some 
time past, work has been in prog- 
ress on the evolution of a sleeve 
valve engine suitable for aircraft 
purposes. In a recent report on 
the present position, H. R. Ricardo 
stated that as the result of from 
9 months to 2% years’ running ex- 
perience on several engines, the 
conclusion has been reached that 
the single sleeve gives better per- 
formance than a poppet valve en- 
gine of the same size, maintains 
its performance far longer and 
possesses very considerable me- 
chanical advantages. 

“The subcommittee has exam- 
ined in detail the results of all 
tests undertaken, and considers 
that the potential value of the 
single-sleeve engine for aircraft 
purposes. has been fully demon- 
strated. In particular, experience 
has shown that it is possible to 
keep the sleeve fully lubricated 
without an excessive oil consump- 
tion and that the absence of hot 
exhaust valves in a sleeve valve 
engine reduces «the tendency to 
detonation of the fuel, and there- 
fore allows the use of higher com- 
pression ratios than a poppet valve 
engine of similar size.

WORK RUSHED ON NEW 
PONTIAC SIX FACTORY 


$7,600,000 Plant Is Expected 
to Be Completed by the 
First of Year. 


1,000 CARS DAILY OUTPUT 


A bulletin from the Oakland 
Motor Car Co. states that work on 
the new $7,600,000 Pontiac six 
factory is slightly ahead of schedule 
and that according to all indications 
production capacity of 1,000 cars 
daily will be available at the be- 
ginning of next year. 

More than one-half of the entire 
foundation for the 30 acres of floor 
space that will comprise this mam- 
moth’ new plant already has been 
laid and by the end of the monath 
the entire foundation will be in. 
Excavation has been virtually com- 
pleted. 

While 1,000 men are now engag- 
ed in the construction of this new 
factory—the maximum that can be 
profitably employed——this force will 
be recruited up to 2,000 men before 
the end of October. Every type of 
dirt removing machine known in 
construction is being employed. A 
78-inch storm drain, large enough 
for the needs of a small city, is 
being installed to take care of the 
rain that will fall upon more than 
1,000,000 square feet of roof, and 
for other needs of the _ factory. 
Already two car tracks have been 
built into the factory to help in 
construction, but when the factory 
has been completed there will be 
nine miles of trackage under roof 
to bring in raw material and carry 
out finished product. 

That there is need for this new 
factory may be gleaned from the 
fact that more than 18,000 Pontiac 
and Oakland sixes were built during 
August and that during this mouth 
the 100,000th car was turned out 
for 1926. 

To build this number of cars has 
required the largest working force 
in Oakland’s history: In fact, the 
present force is more than twice as 
large as ever previously employed. 

The total at the present time is 
more than 6,500. Early in Februe 
ary the force was slightly more than 
2,500 but practically 500 men were 
put on each month since until at the 
present time peak facilities of the 
present factories have been reached. 
The biggest jump in employment 
was from May to August, though 
since that time approximately 10® 
persons have been added each week,

At the identical moment when 
Gertrude Edeérle arrived at the Bat- 
tery, New York, to receive a well- 
earned reward for her channel tri- 
umph, L. B. Miller was piloting his 
Wills Sainte Claire Six across Man- 
hattan in his final dash for a new 
world’s transcontinental record.

To 
maintain proper cooling require- 
ments, Chandlers now are pro- 
vided with a highly efficient tem- 
perature-regulating valve known 
as the ‘motorstat.’ -This vital unit 
‘ might be termed the watchman Of 
the cooling s¥stem, since it regu- 
lates the motor temperature under 
constants boiling point and builds 
up the required temperature in the 
shortest possible time.

QUICKER THAN SPEEDING 


Expert Says Sharp Stops of 
Racing Cars Takes 
More Time. 


CALLS GUESSING POOR 


By EDWIN GREER, 
President Greer College of Auto- 
motive Electrical Trades, 

; Chicago, Ill. 

The car you are driving is prob- 
ably capable of a speed of from 60 
to 70 miles an hour, but you can 
not use this speed for any length of 
time without flirting with the 
angels. The modern highway 


while built like a speedway, isn’t a 
‘one-way proposition like the race 
track. Therefore, the driver who 
speeds must always make fréquent 
and nerve-racking stops, which cuts 
down his average time to a mini- 
mum. His speed is far below that 
of the driver who maintains a 
steady pace hour after hour. 

What is. speeding? Since it is 
the primary cause of a majority of 
all automobile accidents, ‘isn’t it 
about time that it is plainly defined? 

A great many motorists think 
that there is something magically 
safe about motoring, when the 
speedometer hugs close to 20 miles 
an hour. Yet speeding can happen 
at any speed. 

One driver has discovered that 
much can be learned about speed- 
ing, by driving the car. with the 
speedometer disconnected. For the 
test, he secured the services of a 
friend who followed him over a pre- 
scribed course in another car. 

The driver with the disconnected 
speedometer proceeded just as he 
would under normal conditions, 
and then checked up with the ac- 
tual speed record, as noted by the 
friend following him. The results 
were surprising. Invariably he 
, drove from 5 to 15 miles an hour 
faster than he thought he was go- 
ing. é 

This was particularly noticeable 
in traffic and in going down hill 
on the open highway. 

An interesting thing happened 
on one of these tests. The sudden 
appearance of another car, turning 
in from a cross road, called for the 
quickest possible stop. The driver 
without a speedometer actually 
failed to stop in’ time to avoid a 
collision, just because he thought 
he was stopping quickly enough, 
and never bothered to reach for 
the emergency brake until it was 
too late! 

The experiment showed plainly 
that the average driver can not 
guess his speed—and that he in- 
variably goes faster than he thiaks. 
It shows that a car driver is speed- 
ing, whenever his conception of a 
safe stopping distance is less than 
the actual stopping distance. 

Putting two and two together, 
this experiment shows that a driver 
who drives without a speedometer, 
or who does not watch his speedom- 
eter, is speeding—at any speed.

It is now pretty generally believed 
that the sun is made up of a number of 
layers of gases, all in motion, but at varying 
speeds. Dr. J. H. Jeans, the British scientist, 
believes that these layers rotate faster toward 


the surface. The different speeds of the lay-. 


ers has the effeet of setting up whirlpools or 
vortices. With the increase in friction these 
grow and seek an outlet. The tremendous 
energy finally forces openings through the top 
layer of the sun, in the same way that water 
whirlpools become waterspouts. Out shoot 
great volumes of gas which continue to pour 
forth until the internal pressure has been re- 
lieved.

HE Shrine of the Transfiguration, situ- 
ated deep in the heart of the foothills 


surrounding the*Allegheny mountains . 


at Orkney Springs, Va., is unique 
among Episcopalian chapels in America. 

lt is the result of the creative genius and 
untiring efforts of the Rev. Edmund Lee 
Woodward, its rector, to preach the word of 
God in this mountain country in a tabernacle 
suitable ‘‘for such as care to attend.” 

When the Rev. Mr. 
ney to carry on the work of the late Rev. 
Robert Atkinson Gibson, sixth bishop of Vir- 
ginia, there was no church. He found it dif- 
ficult to hold the services of the Episcopel 
Church, especially the service of the holy 
communion, in a seemly manner. 


VYoodward went to Ork-— 


the Work on It. 


The bishop had held services in his own 
cottage for nearly a score of years. Follow-, 
ing his death, the public schoolhouse in the 
village was fitted up, and the services were 
largely attended there. Later, Mrs. W.-W. 
Kimball, the widow of a clergyman, opened 
her cottage for services, and for a while they 
had been held there. 

The Rev. Mr. Woodward, however, had 
hoped from the start that enough church 
funds could be set aside for the construction 
of a suitable place of worship, but when it 


appeared that a number of years would 
elapse before a sizable building fund could 
be accumulated, he gathered his flock around 
him, and leading the way, started construc- 
tion of the shrine.

Donning a pair of overalls, the 
Woodward acquired what native 


help he could and started work on the shrine 


the 6th of August, 1924. It was his idea to 


have the work completed the following year 
and ready for dedication by the feast of the 
transfiguration. 

A site was chosen on the property of the 
late Bishop Gibson, on a side of a mountain, 
about a quarter of a mile from the village of 
Orkney. Day after day the little group of 
mountaineers, led by the Rev. Mr. Wood- 
ward as the only master mason, placed the 
crude but beautiful pile of native stones in 
place. 

Several days before the feast of the trans- 
figuration the shrine was completed, and on 
August 6, 1925, in the presence of a large 
number of bishops, representative clergy and 
laity from Virginia, Washington and nearby 
States consecration services were held. 

In originality of conception, in beauty as 
well as durability it ranks with the notable 
monuments and fanes of the land. It stands 
aS a perpetual memorial to the memory of the 
late Bishop Gibson. 

The shrine with its massive tower and 
belfry rising 35 feet among the pines and 
oaks in the natural tree-embowered amphi- 
theater is the mecca for the thousands of 
tourists visiting Orkney Springs. 

The sanctuary, without sign 
art, exhibits a marvelous harmony and 
adaptation to the’ environment. The two 
windows in the rear of the sanctuary are of 
Gothic design and are to either side of the 
stone altar and great boulder which serves 
as a reredos. Two other windows open from 
the side walls of the sanctuary, beneath 
which in the great thickness of the walls 
themselves, are seats for the bishop and 
priest. The walls nrOMsDoUt PON KO in thick- 
ness from two tp four feet 

A large number of stones of blended tints, 
topped by a rich wine-colored stone slab, 
form the altar, four feet.bigh. On the altar 
and in the sanctuary are tablets bearing the 
seal of the diocese of Virginia and other 
memorials, 25 in all. 

Imbedded in the flagstone pavement of 
the sanctuary, directly in front ‘of the altar, 
is a brick béaring the inscription, ‘‘James- 
town, 1617.’ This highly treasured relic was 
— from the first church at Jamestown, 

a. 

The tower, looked upon from the rear. 
radiates an Old World charm. The descent 
from the altar pavement to the stone-flagged 
floor of the sacristy is,by six steps, one at the 
communion rail, two to the stone platform 
in front of the sacristy and three thence 
to the front doorway of the sacristy. Com- 
munion silver, altar linen, vestments, service 
books, movable bronzes, shrine registers, 
cushions. and a portable are kept in the 
sacristy between services to be protected 
from the elements. 

The choir, or outer chancel, is open to the 
sky. Clergy seats of stone are on either side. 

The pulpit, comprising the largest stone 
used in construction of the shrine, suggests 
a giant heart set upright.

Fit up locomotives and Pullman cars with 
roller bearings and run them on rails that 
are imbedded in a thick concrete roadbed— 
then trains will be able to compete with 
airplanes in speed. Stch is the idea recently 
advanced by Frank H. Alfred, president of 
the Pere Marquette railroad, according to 
Popular Mechanies. 

A section of this new track is to be built 
near Detroit. The new style roadbed is to 
be a slab cf concrete 18 inches thick by 10 
feet wide. The rails are to be carried on 
steel trusses which will be imbedded in the 
concrete and in addition to forming a place 
to which the rails will be attached, the 
truss will distribute the weight of passing 
traims-:evenly throughout the heavy concrete 
roadbed: Railway construction engineers say 
is novel and if it 
proves successful it will be the first revolu- 
tionary design in railway track improvement. 

Tracks have always been built flexible, 
so that when a train passes over a section 


the part hearing the weight is depressed, 
just as a plank supported at both ends bends 
when a heavy man walks on it. A train de- 
presses the track underneath it until it is 
literally standing in a ‘‘trough’’ and always 
is climbing up hill. This will not happen in 
the rigid type of track, for here the idea of 
a steel ball rolling on a smooth, rigid sur- 
face will be approached. Due to decreased 
resistance, it is estimated that this type of 
a roadbed will save $420 a mile in fuel each 
vear. But this amount is negligible as com- 
pared with the great economy of maintenance.

Getting in Touch With Nature. 

I have a feeling that perhaps some of you 
will enjoy hearing from onetime city folk 
who are now country folk. Meet Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank P. Day, who for almost thirty 
years lived in the city, but now live in the 
country in Maine, with no neighbors nearer 


than a mile. No other house is visible, so 
that in winter they are absolutely isolated. 

‘T have wondered at the scarcity of wild 
birds ever since we have lived here, for that 
pest, the English sparrow, has not yet~-found 
us,’’ says Mrs. Day. ‘‘During the early win- 
ter we remarked that we did not see a bird, 
so to attract them we made a feeding station 
out of a box, placing it with the open side to 
the south. In this we put bread crumbs 
mixed with peanut butter to make a stiff 
dough. We also put some in knotholes. We 
hung suet from the limbs of two old apple 
trees directly back of the house. 

‘“‘Chickadees’ soon found our spread and 
became so tame that they would alight on 
my husband’s cap, shoulders and arms and 
get in the dish when he carried out their 
breakfast. They would followehim at his 
work and alight on him when he was quite 
a distance from the feeding station. But the 
thing that appealed to us most was the fact 
that for five nights in succession a flock of 
ruffled grouse, or partridges, budded on the 
apple trees close to the house. They saw us 
moving about in the rooms, but seemed to 
have no fear. Even the lighting of the 
lamps did not disturb them. I watched them 
on branches within ten feet of the chamber 
window. You can readily see how our feath- 
ered and furred friends have helped to pass 
away many pleasant hours in the day, while 
the radio at night has made life in the coun- 
try a very different thing to what it waé a 
few years ago.’’ 

This experience with the chickadees is not 
at all unusual. Mrs. Lillian S. Truesdell has 
also had Ahe> pleasure of close acquaintance 
with th®se little fluffy, animated balls of 
feathers. ‘‘They not only eat from our hands, 
but sit there for many seconds and look in- 
tently at us,’’ says Mrs. Truesdell. “One day 
Mr. Truesdell had in his hands cracked hick- 
ory nuts, while I had chopped suet. A chick- 
adee alighted on Mr. Truesdell’s hand, looked 
the nuts over, then perched on his thumb 
and looked over at™the suet in my hand.

On and under these, crowded as closely to- 
gether as it was possible for them to be, were 
hundreds of the big yellow swallowed butter 
flies. So persistent were they that we could 
not drive them away, even when we started 
a fire.

While we could not definitely 
decide the cause of the attraction, it appeared 
to be the bacon grease which had spattered 
into the ashes and over the logs. 

One other time | discovered a_ similar 
gathering of this same butterfly. It was 
amazing that so many could have gathered 
in one place.

“Can you tell me anything about Sabin’'s 
Gull?’’ inquires James A. Russell. 

Sabin’s Gull is also called the ‘Forktail 
iull, It is a bird which breeds throughout 
the Arctic region dnd is a comparatively rare 
visitor iw the United States. As indicated by 
the common name, the tail is forked. The 
head is a clear, dark, slaty gray, bounded be- 
hind by a narrow collar of black. ,Its dark 
head gives the bird the appearance of wear- 
ing a hood. The back and sides of the neck, 
under parts except throat and the tail are 
pure white.

The Constitution and How It 
Protects Our Rights. 


(Honorable Mention.) 


The Constitution of the United States is 
the supreme fundamental law of the United 
States of America, by which all powers of 
the national government are established and 
limited. The objects for which it was writ- 
ten and adopted are fully covered in the 
preamble—to form a more perfect Union, es- 
tablish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, 
provide for the. common defense, promote 
the general welfare, and secure the blessings 
of liberty to ourselves and our posterity. 

Before the Constitution the States were 
loosely held together by the Articles of Con- 
federation. Commerce was poor and not ad- 
vancing, justice was poor, States had little 
defense and people had little or no liberty. 

Through this great body of laws known 
4s ‘The Constitution of the United States of 
Ane all of these things were remedied. 

In a section in this body it is ‘said, ‘‘No 
taxes shall be laid on goods entering a State.”’ 
In another section every State is guaranteed 
a republican form of government. Another 
gives Congress power to raise an army which 
is for the defense of the country. Other sec- 
tions provide for courts, a navy, limits the 


powers of Congress and the President, all of 
which protect one’s rights. 

Article 7 provides for the ratification of 
the Constitution so as to guarantee the in- 
alienable rights of the people, which was 
mentionel in no part of the document. 

The amendments provide for free religion, 
a militia in each State, which provides for 
the security of a State, nonslavery, the right 
of vote and the filling of vacancies in repre- 
sentation, and numerous other things, all 
of which protect one’s rights. 

The Constitution of the United States is 
holding the States securely together, giving 
the people the utmost freedom and highly 
protecting their rights. 

It is one, of the greatest documents ever 
written and is the greatest of all help in the 
prospering of the United States of America.

The White House. 


We are all going for a visit to the White 
House. 


We are now driving down Pennsylvania

The White House was destroyed by the 
British troops, 
ward. Except for being painted or 
twice, it had never been changed until 
1902-3 and once again in 1909; when addi- 
tions were put on each side. 

These additions are rooms only one story 
high, and one can hardly get a view of them 
above the beautiful green lawn. They are 
used for the President’s offices and for en- 
trances into the public rooms, which before 
were situated in the main building. 

There is a long corridor down the east 
end of the building, and in this corridor hang 
the portraits of the mistresses of the White 
House. Along the walls are cases in which 
are pieces of historic china or ornaments 
used in the past days. 

We now ascend the broad stairway, and 
enter the east room, where all forma) re- 
ceptions are held. There is little furniture 
in this room, but we are all so dazzled by 
its beauty that we hardly realize this fact. 

The other rooms are not open to the pub- 
lice, but if we have special permission we 
may go into the blue room. It has beautiful 
hangings of blue silk. In this room is the 
clock sent to Lafayette by Napoleon and 
by him presented to Washington. The 
green room has green velvet onthe walls 
and contains portraits of many of the Presi- 
dents and interesting things sent by for- 
eign rulers. In the red room is a portrait 
of Washington by Gilbert Stuart. The same 
picture was saved by Dolly Madison. We now 
visit the state dining room, where all formal 
dinners are given. The large mahogany table 
seats 100 guests. We are not allowed to visit 
the private rooms of the family. After our 
enjoyable trip, we leave the White House 
and start for home, driving through the

In addition to real estate sales, the frm now has a separate 
hotel department, made necessary by the acquisition of five 
hotels; a rental department; insurance department; loan de- 
partment and a separate department far the handling of busi- 


ness properties. 

Founding of the firm had its in- 
ception in the mind of Maj. H. C. 
Maddux, president, and guiding 
spirit of the organization, who had 
charge of the construction of some 
of the largest hospitals built by the 
government during the war. Maj. 
Maddux conceived the idea that a 
firm familiar with labor and con- 
struction costs could build homes 
for service people of, a class that 
such people would care to occupy 
and at a price that they could af- 
ford to pay. 

Almost overnight the major de- 
cided to quit the army and enter the 
real estate field and his first cus- 
tomer after his embarkation in the 
new field was Gen. R. C. Marshall, 
jr., to whom the enthusiastic major 
sold a home. Gen. Marshall was so 
impressed with the business ability 
of his brother officer that he decided 
to go into business with him and 
so the firm was founded, being 
known at that time as Maddux, 
Marshall & Co. 
 Qne of the first undertakings of 
the new company was the develop- 
ment of Battery Park, Md., which 


adjoins Edgemoor. The two part- 
ners looked over the barren field, 
for Battery Park was farm land 
then, and decided that they could 
visualize a community of happy 
homes on that spot. They bought 
it and surrounded it with the closest 
restrictions, intending to develop a 
service community. 


Battery Park a Success. 


Business was good; houses were 
puilt; home sites were sold, and the 
general public became interested to 
such an extent that the bars were 


finally let down for civilians who 
would measure up to the standards 
required to live in Battery Park. 

Today, where the farm land lay 
barren less than four years ago, the 
dream of Maddux & Marshall can 
be visualized in a community of 
several hundred homes of the bet- 
ter type, all of which were sold at 
a price much below that asked for 
similar properties, because of the 
foresight and knowledge of econ- 
struction and labor prices pos- 
sessed by Maj. Maddux.

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members of his class. Although “a 
shaye-tail fot yet dry back of the 
ears,’’ as old soldiers say, through 
his native energy and initiative he 
s00n began to attract general atten- 
tion in the army. In 1896 hé initi- 
ated and carried out a series of ex- 
periments with the bicycle as a ve- 
hicle for military purposes, the cul- 
mination of which was a 2,000-mile 
bicycle trip ‘from Fort Missoula, 
Mont., to St. Louis, Mo., with 20 
soldiers and 1 medical officer (now 
Brig. Gen. James M. Kennedy, com- 
-manding the Walter Reed General 


hospital), carrying their arms, shel- 


ter tents, and rations. Without a 
cent of expense to Uncle Sam Sec- 
ond Lieut, Moss secured a $2,000 
bicycle equipment. The “old 
timers,’’ who were looking on as- 
kance, wondered how he had done 
it. The trip attracted nation-wide at- 
tention. 


When the Spanish-American war 
came along in 1898, and Shafter’s 
army went to Cuba, Lieut. M068’ 
company was one of thé first to 
land on Cuban soil. Recommended 
for two brevets for gallantry in ac- 
tion during the campaign, he was 
then sent to the Philippines where 
\he passed three years fighting Fili- 
pinos. In 1906, when 34 years of 
age, he was appointed lieutenant 
colonel and aid-de-qamp to the late 
Lieut. Gen. H. C. Corbin. Upon 


-Gon. Corbin’s retirement Capt. Moss 


was ordered to Fort Leavenworth, 
Kans., as an instructor in the Army 
Staff cellege. 

In 1911, when Maj. Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood, chief of staff of the 
army, decided that the burdensome 
administrative work of the army 
had to be reduced and simplified, 
fie had Capt. Moss ordered to duty 
in his office and gave him carte 
blanche to ‘“‘cut and slash,” all of 
which resulted in the abolition of 
the musteroll (up to that time con- 
sidered absolutely indispensable by 
99 per cent of the army), the 
adoption of the simplified pay roll 
gnd many other simplified forms in 
use today, as well as of the intrfo- 
duction of the present modern, up- 
to-date system of military indorse- 
ment and letter-writing. It was e8- 
timated at the time that the extent 
to which Capt. Moss had reducéd 
and simplified the administrative 
work of the army had saved the 
government hundreds of thousands 
of dollars and saved company 
commanders, adjutants and others 
a stupendous amount of time and 
labor. , . 

In 1917 Col. Moss organized and 
trained his regiment at Camp Up- 
ton, N. Y., where he built for his 
men, without a single cent of cost 
to the government, an auditorium, 
the largest building in any of the 
national cantonments, involving an 
@éxpenditure of $40,000, which 


amount he raised in 60 days. 


*- Commanding his regiment on thé 
western front in France until two 
or three weeks before the armis- 
tice was signed, he was then 4as- 
signed to duty as commandant of 
the First cofps school, the largest 
officers’ and noncommissioned of- 
ficers’ school in the A. EB. F. 
Following the armistice, “Col. 
Moss was detailed as chief of staff 
of the provost marshal general's 


department, and later appointed 
deputy provost marshal general of 
the A. E. F., succeeding Brig. Gen. 
Lincoln C. Andrews, present direc- 
tor of prohibition enforcement. 

' Ten years before the world war 
Col. Moss saw the need for simpli- 
fied military books for the national 
guard and junior officers in the reg- 
ular army, and for citizen soldiery 
in case of war. With this vision 
he began to write a series of simpli- 
fied military manuals, and after the 
United States enteréd ‘the world 
war the publishers were hardly able 
to fill the demand for ‘‘Moss’ Mili- 
tary Manuals.” The sale of one bf 
them, ‘‘Manual of Military Train- 
ing,’’ which was genérally known 
as “‘The Military Bible,” réachéd 
the 300,000 mark, the highest niark 
reached in the sale of any military 
book. Col. Moss, who for sevéral 
years has been our best known 
military author, has written more 
military books, 33 im number, than 
any othe? author the world has 
ever known. When he retired from 
active service the American Legion 
Weekly said editorially— 

“Perhaps no American military 
commander since the days of Grant 
has by self-initiated individual ef- 
fort influenced the courses and con- 
duct of as many United States sol- 
diers as has Col. Moss_by his volu- 
minous writings.”’ 

In 1922, seeing ahead nothing 
but the humdrum of peace-time 
routine until the age of 64, when 
he would be compelled to rétire by 
opération of law, Col. Moss, after 
32 years’ service, decided to retire 
from the active list of thé army. 

One day when quietly. and peace- 
fully enjoying himself ‘‘under his 
vine and under his fig tree’’ of re- 
tirement Maj. Maddux drove hit 
out to Battery Park and sold him 
ten lots. It was that day he caught 
the real estate “‘bug’’ of Washing- 
ton—and a week later was a mem- 
ber of the firm of Maddux, Marékall 
& Co., since which time he has been 
battling unceasingly in thé ever- 
increasing real estate maelstrom of 
the National Capital.

He served as a director 
of the Associated -Manufacturers 
and Merchants of New York State, 
and of the Syracuse Manufacturers’ 
association.

brigadier general, United States 
army, and chief of construction 
during the war. 

Richard C. Marshall, jr., during 
the world war was chiefjof the con- 
struction division of the army, with 
rank of brigadier general, and since 
hostilities have ceased has been 
brigadier general, officers’ reserve 
corps; U. S. A. In civilian life he 


is recognized as one of the fore- 
most engineers of the nation, which 
eminence:is amply attested to by 
the fact that he was chosen in 1920 
by the Associated General Con- 
tractors of America as their gen- 
eral manager, with headquarters 
at the National Capital. Also Gen. 
Marshall is a member of the real 
estate firm of Maddux, Marshall & 
Co., founded by himself and Henry 
Cabell Maddux, also a former army 
officer, in 1923, and which has now 
expanded into the firm of Maddux, 
Marshall, Moss & Mallory, Inc. 
Richard C. Marshall, jr., is of 
old Virginia stock, son of Richard 
C. Marshall, sr., grandson of Field- 
ing Lewis Marshall, and direct de- 
scendant of Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall. His mother was the daugh- 
ter of Samuel Wilson, also kh Vir- 
ginian, and was Katherine Wilson 
before her marriage. Gen. Marshall 
was born March 13, 1879, at Ports- 
mouth, county seat of famous old 
Norfolk county, Va., which has been 
the fountain head of many of Vir- 
ginia’s most prominent families. 
© was an honor graduate 
Virginia Military eatituts in 1898 : 
served as captain of volunteers, 
Spanish-American war. 1898-1899: 
took a summer law course at the 
University of Virginia in 1899, and 
from September, 1899, to February, 
1902, was assistant professor of 
mathematics and commandant of 
cadets, Virginia Military institute. 
6 was commissioned second 
lieutenant, artillery corps, regular 
army, on February 8, 1902: was an 
honor graduate of the Artillery 
school at Fort Monroe, Va., in 
1904; was commissioned. first 
lieutenant, January 21, 1904: was 
instructor, department of power 
and electricity of the Artillery 
school, 1905-1907: made captain 
Coast Artillery corps, January 20. 
1908; detailed captain, quarter- 
master corps, June 1908, to~June 
1912, also January 7, 1915: and 
major, Coast Artillery corps, August 
5, 1917. On February 12, 1918 
he was assigned as/ Officer in charge 
of the cantonment division (later 
reorganized as the “Construction 
Division of the Army”) ahd -6n the 
following day was commissioned 
lieutenant colonel, quartermaster 
corps. He attained full colonelcy 
on March 20, 1918, and became ‘a 
brigadier genera] on June 26, 1918 
As chief of the construction divi- 
sion of the army Gen. Marshal was 
responsible for all buliding con- 
struction by the War Department 
in the United States and insular 
possessions, involving an expendi- 
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ture of more than $800,000,000. 
With this fund he organized and 
had built more than 500 projects, 
on. which there were employed 
more than 400,000 men at one time, 
and some of these projects cost as 
much as $30,000,000 to complete. 
They included camps, cantonments, 
barracks, army supply bases, port 
terminals, storage depots, ware- 
houses, wharves, docks, roads, 
hospitals, aviation fields, hangars, 
proving grounds, embarkation 
camps, engineers’ camps, special 
camps, gunnery schools, balloon 
schools, emergency housing, light- 
ers, power plants, factories and 
shops, munitions plants, and special 
new plants for the production of 
nitrates, phosphorus, T. N. T., and 
other acids, gas and explosives. 

To carry out the vast construc- 
tion program so vital to the na- 
tion, Gen. Marshall formed and 
perfected an efficent organization 
of-some i,500 officers and several 
thousand civilian experts. Prac- 
tically the entire building industry 
of the United States was then mo- 
bilized to carry on the various 
phases of war-time construction 
work, not only from Washington 
but at the various project sitest . 

In recognition of services ren- 
dered Gen. Marshall was the re- 
cipieht, from Congress, of the ds- 
tinguished service medal, and the 
following citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious 
and conspicuous service in the con- 
struction division of the army. His 
zeal, judgment and exceptional ad- 
ministrative ability have enabled 
serious difficulties to be overcome 
and the construction necessary for 
a great army to be provided.”’ 

In 1903, he was united in mar- 
riage. to Louise, daughter of 
George S. and Laura. Winder Gar- 
rett Booker, of Hampton, Warwick 
county, Va. Gen. and Mrs. Mar- 
shall are the parents of a daughter, 
Laura Winder,~now Mrs. Edgar 
Derby Fisher, and a son, Richard 
C.. Marshall 3d. 

Gen.. Marshall is a member of 
the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers and the Ameri- 
can Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers. He holds membership in 
the Army and Navy, Congressional 
Country, Golf and Country and 
Metropolitan clubs, of Washington, 
D. C.

MAJ. MADDUX WON 
RAPID BUSINESS RISE

vestments in the District of Colum- 
via, has had an almost -meteoric 
career in the Washington real es- 
tate and investment field. : 
Resigning from the United States 
army medical corps where for 
thirteen years he had served with 
distinction and where he held the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, Maj. 
Maddux, together with Gen. R. C. 
Marshall, jr., formed the organiza- 
tion known as Maddux, Marshall & 
Co., Inc., which has gradually, ex- 
panded into the present organiza- 
tion of Maddux, Mafshall, Moss & 
Mallory.._In_ less than a year the 
firm was recognized among the 
leaders of the Capital and its sales 
ran into millions the firet year. 
Knowledge of construction, ma- 


terial and labor costs, acquired 
during the construction of some of 
the largest army hospitals of which 
he had charge, Maj. Maddux be- 


came convinced that better homes» 


could be built for the same money 
if they were properly managed. 

Complaints of brother officers 
regarding housing conditions con- 
firmed the major in his idea to 
build a service colony, located 80 
as to be easily accessible from 
Washington but far enough out to 
get away from the glare and dis- 
turbance of the city. The answet 
was Battery Park. 

The firm acquired a tract of land 
on the old Georgetown road, about 
twenty minutes from the city by mo- 
tor, and started work. on the first 
group of homes. . The first ground 
was broken in February, 1923, and 
a year later there were 52 homes on 
the tract and. more than a hundred 
homesites sold. In the meantime 
the attractions of this new commu- 
nity had aroused interest among 
civilians, and the firm was besieged 
with requests for homesites, which 
requests, after some consultations, 
were granted, and today the popu- 
lation of Battery Park is more than 
50 per cent civilian. : 

The next move of the firm was to 
acquire control of Edgemoor, anoth- 
er high-class residential section ad- 
joining Battery Park, and wonder- 
ful success in the handling of this 
property followed, among the prom- 
inent people located there being 
Postmaster General and Mrs. Harry 
S. New. 

But the real estate business was 
flourishing with the regularity of a 
well-oiled machine and the major 
grew restless. He went into the 
apartment house business and today 
the firm owns or controls apart- 
ment houses in every section of the 
city. Hotels then attracted his at- 
tention, and soon the Cairo, Mar- 
tinique, Tilden-Hall, Arlington, and 
more lately the Fairfax, bought last 
week, were ‘under the management 
of Maddux, Marshall, Moss & Mal- 
lory.”’ 

Insurance, loans, rental and other 
departments were added, and today 
the firm is prepared to handle any 
kind of proposition that may arise 
from renting an apartment to sell- 
ing or buying a million-dollar prop- 
erty. 

Henry Cabell Maddux is a Vir- 
ginian, the son of Clifford Bartlett 


and Charlotte Landon (Butler) 
Maddux. He was born at Harrison- 
burg October 5, 1886. Following 
preparatory school education at St. 
Alban’s school, Brown’s school and 
Locust Dale academy, he entered 
the University of Virginia, where 
his prowess as an athlete, particu- 
larly on the baseball and football 
fields, is still remembered. | 

Graduated from the University 
of Virginia in 1908, Maj. Maddux 
entered the Memorial hospital at 
Richmond and in 1910, two years 
later, he entered the army as a 
first lieutenant. At the outbreak 
of the world war he was commis- 
sfoned a captain and was shortly 
afterward promoted to lieutenant 
colonel and sent to France, where 
he was placed in command of three 
of the largest hospital centers: of 
the A. E. F. For his services in 
France Maj. ‘Maddux received dec- 
orations from both the French and 
American governments. These 
military honors are cited as fol- 
lows: 

“Lieut. Col. H. C. Maddux, for 


exceptionally meritorious and con- 
spicuous services in chief surgeon’s 
office, Third army, France, Ameri- 
can expeditionary forces. In testi- 
mony whereof and as an expression 
of appreciation of these services I 
award him this citation. *
